Statewide Poll Shows Little Support for Juneau Road/Ferry Project 



Alaskans Prefer Local Projects and Will Not Use the Road to Contact Legislators 



Anchorage, AK - A new statewide poll shows that Alaskans prefer by a 79% to 11% margin 
that the state spend money on local transportation repairs, maintenance, and upgrades 
rather than on the $374 million Juneau Road/Ferry Project. The poll also shows that by an 
even higher margin, 81% to 13%, Alaskans do not plan to use the proposed road/ferry 
project to access the legislature in Juneau. Southeast Alaska residents alone backed 
local repairs, maintenance, and upgrades over the project by a smaller margin, 63% to 26%. 
The poll, conducted by Anne Hays Research (www.haysresearch.com

The Juneau Road/Ferry Project, a holdover transportation project proposed by the Murkowski 



Administration, consists of 50 miles of new road that would end at a new ferry terminal on 
the east side of Lynn Canal, 18 ferry miles from Skagway. Travelers would then take 
ferries to Haines or Skagway. The proposed road route is along very steep terrain prone 
to avalanches, rockfalls, and landslides, so a good portion of the project will be among 

the toughest - and most expensive per mile - road construction projects in the country. 



"These poll results demonstrate that the Juneau Road/Ferry Project is not a priority for 8 
of 10 Alaskans, and that almost no one in the state plans to drive to Juneau. Governor 
Palin should cancel this expensive project and use the money for essential transportation 
repairs and maintenance, which only will increase with permafrost melting and increased 
flooding caused by climate change," stated Walt Parker, Anchorage-based former head of the 
state's Department of Highways (now Alaska Department of Transportation) under Governor 
Jay Hammond . 



Lois Epstein, Director of the Alaska Transportation Priorities Project, a non-profit, 
statewide transportation ^watchdog" organization stated that w the legislature needs to 
hold oversight hearings on what would not be funded if the Juneau Road/Perry project moves 
forward, including transportation projects that would benefit the trucking industry and 
relieve congestion in and en route to Anchorage." 



Much of the $244 million in currently-unidentified funds for the project will come from 
the state because federal transportation funding is in decline, resulting in Alaskan 
transportation needs being cancelled, delayed, or scaled back to fund the Juneau 
Road/Ferry project. Using general fund money could affect non- transportation priorities, 
such as funding for education and municipal revenue sharing. Important state 
transportation projects that may have inadequate funding should the Juneau Road/Ferry 
Project proceed include the Glenn/ Seward Highway to Highway connection in Anchorage, 
upgrading the Parks Highway to allow for year-round truck travel, and ensuring the safety 
of existing roads and bridges. 
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Hays Research Group conducted the poll as part of a survey of 400 residents statewide, and 
the margin of error is +/- 4.9%. Only approximately 1 in 10 poll respondents didn't know 
or refused to answer the poll questions .

Resolution 2007-06 



WHEREAS, the Alaska Retirement Management Board ("Board' 1 ) was 
established by law to serve as fiduciary to the funds of the State of Alaska's 
retirement systems, including the Public Employees' Retirement System 
("PERS") and the Teachers Retirement System ("TRS"), (collectively, the 
"Systems"); 

WHEREAS, Mercer Human Resource Consulting, Inc. ("Mercer") was 
retained until December 31, 2005, by the Department of Administration and for 
the benefit of the Department and the Systems, as well as the predecessors to 
the Board, including the boards of the PERS, TRS, and the Alaska State Pension 
Investment Board, to provide competent and professional actuarial services and 
advice; 

WHEREAS, on behalf of the Systems, the State of Alaska Department of 
Law has investigated the performance by Mercer during the period of its 
retention, and the results of such investigations yield strong indicators of 
professional negligence and significant damage to the Systems; 

NOW THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED BY THE ALASKA RETIREMENT 
MANAGEMENT BOARD that: 

1 The Board concludes that it is prudent to expend funds necessary 
to pursue claims, including potential litigation, against Mercer based upon the 
investigation undertaken by and for the Department of Law; 

2. The Board urges through this resolution that appropriations be 
approved, in amounts recommended by the Department of Law to fund the 
potential litigation, and that such funds as necessary may be appropriated from 
the funds of the Systems as fair and reasonable costs necessary for the proper 
and prudent administration of those funds;

Subject: Federal Funding/State Budget 

At today's Cabinet meeting, there was brief mention of federal funding for various 
programs. Accordingly, I offer the following perspectives. 

The federal budget is still very much a work in progress. However, looking at the broad 
spectrum of authorizations and appropriations, I'm not at all sure that the State will suffer 
significant reductions in federal programmatic'funding. For the most part, the President 
and Congress are fighting about the level of increases in programs. There is very little 
discussion of actual reductions. 

A good example is the Denali Commission. When all of the sound and fury are over, I 
suspect that the Commission's budget for FFY '08 wiH generally approximate the one for 
'07. The same will likely be true for the significant funding streams that flow to Alaska 
Tribes and to rural development. 

Of course, there are differences in the budget approach for the current fiscal year. The 
total number of earmarks will be reduced by about half. This will undoubtedly impact 
some state agencies, such as DF&G, which have relied heavily on earmarks in the past. 
However, a number of previous earmarks for Alaska were never requested by the State and 
do not necessarily fit into the Governor's priorities. Some Commissioners have told me 
that these earmarks are more trouble than they're worth. 

Another difference is that, as mentioned by a couple of people today, the Congressional 
delegation is asking that we provide matching funds to complement most federal earmark 
requests. This was not always a requirement in the past. So, undoubtedly, there will be 
an impact on the State budget, but these earmarks should reflect the Governor's 
priorities. 

One looming problem is funding for surface transportation. If not corrected, the deficit in 
the federal highway trust fund could affect future projects in Alaska. However, since this 
problem is of great concern to all states, my guess is that there will be at least a temporary 
solution even considering the Bush administration's aversion to higher gas taxes. 

If need be, let's talk further about the relationship between the State budget and its federal 
counterpart. In this regard, the President has threatened to veto almost every 
appropriations bill. So, the ultimate solution - whether separate bills, an omnibus 
package, or a continuing resolution beyond mid-December - may be a long time in 
coming.

ALEKNAGIK WOOD RIVER BRIDGE $14 million 

Construct a bridge across the Wood River and connecting access roads between Aleknagik (north shore) 
and the Diilingham-Aleknagik Road (south shore). This will provide a surface connection that will tie the north and 
south sides of Aleknagik together. Currently, residents must use boats in the summer months and cross on ice 
when the river is frozen in the winter. Aleknagik students must cross to attend high school in Dillingham. There 
averages a death every other year crossing. The community has indicated a willingness to assume the Aleknagik 
Airport on the north shore once this bridge connection provides access to the regional airport approximately 20 
miles away in Dillingham. . 

Under normal scoring criteria, this (and other rural bridge projects) would not score very well. Previous 
federal and state actions have funded the environmental and design phases. The $14 million GO bond funds are 
to fund the actual bridge construction.

I feel compelled to laud Gov. Sarah Palin and our legislators. Despite what some want us to believe, the 
oil companies are not going anywhere.

I'm so pleased to join you as you begin the process of mapping out the best route for the 
Railbelt Grid for the next 20-30 years. 

Thanks to Rep. Norm Rokeberg for securing the appropriation to fund the Railbelt Electrical 
Grid Authority (REGA) study, 

(pause) 

My administration has set forth the basic building blocks for a comprehensive Alaska energy 
policy. 

Our policy has one goal - affordable, reliable energy for all of Alaska now - and in the future. 

To achieve this goal we must focus on: 

• Conservation and energy efficiency 

• New fuel sources 

• Sustainable energy projects 

• Comprehensive planning 

Conservation and energy efficiency are low-hanging fruit." Every Alaskan organization, 
business and household should have a program of examining its energy consumption and 
looking for ways to reduce monthly bills. 

Savings of 10 to 30 percent can be realized through simple measures such as lighting retrofits, 
energy efficient appliances and weatherization. 

The state can lend a hand through programs such as AHFC's weatherization program and 
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AEA's energy cost reduction program. 

Through the energy cost reduction program we are helping the Anchorage School District 
reduce its utility bills by $4.6 million over the next 15 years through lighting retrofits, better 
HVAC controls and other efficiency measures. 

(pause - New Fuel Sources) 

Rate-payers throughout Alaska are suffering from high energy costs due to increases in crude 
oil prices and higher prices for declining natural gas stocks. 

Some Alaskans have reacted by calling for massive state subsidies for renewable or 
alternative fuel projects. However, those projects must be economically practical. 

We must determine the availability of renewable and alternative fuels to the load centers. That 
is why my Administration is assembling a state-wide inventory of energy sources, 

The Alaska Energy Inventory Project is a joint effort by the Department of Natural Resources 
and AEA to inventory and compile all available data on Alaskan energy resources suitable for 
electrical power generation and space-heating. 

The data will be accessible to the public through a web-based, interactive map. This inventory 
is building on work initiated by AEA and the Renewable Alaska Energy Project (REAP) in 
producing the Alaska Renewable Energy Atlas. 

(pause) 

28 States and the District of Columbia have established Renewable Energy Portfolio 
Standards (mandatory) or Goals (voluntary). The most ambitious of these programs are aiming 
for 25% renewable energy by 2025. 

Thanks to our abundant hydropower, Alaska is already producing more than 24 percent of its 
electricity from renewable sources. 

Increasing the use of renewable energy is in the long-term best interest of the state. We will 
work on a renewable energy goal as part of our strategic energy plan. 

(pause - Sustainable Energy Protects) 

Government funding of power projects in Alaska should only be used to complement - not 
displace - private capital. If state funds are used to support an energy project, priority should 
be given to sustainable projects. 

Sustainable projects are those that, at a minimum, generate revenues sufficient to pay the 
costs of management, operation, maintenance, renewal and replacement. 

These costs may be lowered through comprehensive planning, in some instances 
regionalization of management structures, and the use of alternatives with costly diesel- 
generation used all too frequently across Alaska. 

(pause - Comprehensive planning) 

Comprehensive planning will help guide the efficient use of financial resources. Our overall 
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goal of affordable, reliable energy applies to all areas of the state. 

However, due to distinct challenges we will be working on developing a plan that established 
goals for each geographic region that includes southeast, rural and the railbelt. 

In the Railbelt, we could achieve economies and efficiencies of scale if all six utilities worked 
together on how we will replace aging generation, find new fuel sources, accommodate a 
growing population base and produce electricity at a price rate-payers can afford. That is why I 
am encouraged to see so many interested stakeholders here today! 

Our energy future could require investments beyond the reach of any one Railbelt utility. This 
underscores the need for cooperation. I challenge all of you to work together to achieve our 
goal of establishing the secure, sustainable energy future we all need. 

The economic well-being of the state is dependent on affordable, reliable energy. An 
inadequate supply or over-priced energy can be a deterrent to private investment resulting in 
lost expanded business opportunities and jobs. 

Think about our opportunity here - to put Alaska on a stronger economic footing for future 
generations. I wish you the best in this conference and the REGA study and I stand ready to 
assist you in your efforts.

For example, you're the only 
non-incumbent who won.

Positioning Women to Win 

When we began studying the results of the 1 998 elections, only 16 
women had served as governor in the entire 225-year history of the 
United States. Today, that number has risen to 29. Nine women 
governors currently serve as the chief executive in their states:. Alaska, 
Arizona, Connecticut, Delaware, Hawaii, Kansas, Louisiana, Michigan 
and Washington. 

Among these are five incumbent women governors who were re-elected 

in 2006, the first year in which a class of women governors 

this large stood for re-election. The results were extremely encouraging. 

The two Republicans and three Democrats won by significant margins. 
Four skillfully prevented serious opposition; only one drew a real threat 
and, in the end, she won handily. Among the six non-incumbent women 
candidates for governor in 2006, only one - Sarah Palin of Alaska - 
succeeded. 



The Republican candidates for governor included: Kerry Healey (MA), 
Linda Lingle (HI), Sarah Palin (AK), M. Jodi Rell (CT) and Judy Baar 
Topinka (IL). 

The largely Republican business community of Alaska initially 
contributed to former Democratic Governor Tony Knowles instead of the 
upstart Republican nominee Sarah Palin because they knew him, didn't 
know her and didn't believe she could win - despite the fact that she

defeated a sitting governor in her primary. 

In Alaska, Tony Knowles suggested in debates that the complexity and 
economics of the oil pipeline were beyond Sarah Palin's experience. 
It is easier for incumbent governors to sidestep this pitfall because they've had 
a chance to establish credibility on their money management skills. In Kansas, 
Kathleen Sebelius touted her many small savings as a symbol of her care with 
bigger expenditures and excellent record on streamlining government. 

It is worth noting that Jodi Rell of Connecticut, who ran on ethics and 
education, and who, as Lt. Governor, succeeded her governor following his 
indictment, was overwhelmingly re-elected. Sarah Palin of Alaska, who first 
came to statewide attention by challenging the propriety of her own party's 
representatives on Alaska's Oil and Gas Conservation Commission, was a 
surprise primary and general election winner. 

Over and over we heard that an experienced, integrated team is at the core of 
every winning gubernatorial campaign - and the lack of 
one is the first sign of a campaign in trouble. (Challenger Sarah Palin was the 
exception. Those interviewed on the Alaska race likened her election to the 
outcome of a movement, rather than the result of a well-executed campaign.) 

As the non-incumbent candidates discovered, the making of a "populist" may 
be easier said than done, but circumstances can help as they did in Alaska. 
There, Sarah Palin beat an incumbent governor against a backdrop of 
corruption charges.

I am responding to your email dated November 27, 2007 sent to Cheryl Fuglestad. First of all it is not 
Cheryl Fuglestad job to notify all the interested parties. And I am sure that Cheryl does not have the time 
or money to notify all interested parties of DOT'S Plan, It is the states job to assure the public is notified 
according to Alaska Statutes. 

On November 25, 2007 Cheryl Fuglestand informed me the compromise committee consisted of herself, 
Janet Boiling and Bobbi Riely. They were self nominated at one of the meetings at the Boiling property 
with the original objective to make a "temporary get along" solution. A self nominated committee as this 
does not have the power or the legal right to represent the community, again the state has a process for 
this type of action. 

Ron, your inference to a witch-hunt by Cheryl asking for the individual's names, dates and content of the 
complaint is unfounded. If it is a jet skier who is complaining, then you need to allow the "public" to 
discuss the concerns and try to figure out if there are solutions to the complaint, just as if it were anything 
else. Again, this is public information and for you, Ron, to twist your authority to decide whose complaints 
are public and whose are not, should be backed up in writing so everyone is playing by the same rules. I 
don't see in Cheryl's email that she or anyone else has placed a higher concern on jet skis and wave 
runners than anything else. She is just asking so that the user group can be part of the process and to 
insure that their complaints are addressed. This is not a witch-hunt as you allude to. It's the right to have 
all the necessary information in front of us to make well informed decisions AND TO INCLUDE ALL 
AFFECTED PARTIES. 

Please consider this a formal request that you send me a written record of all complaints that you have 
received regarding Willow Lake. This includes the phone calls you have received as the phone calls 
are considered public information and written complaints received by mail or email.

Dear Governor 

I would like to urge you to consider and support the new Bachelor of Arts program in Fisheries that UAF is 
proposing. There already exists a program for training fisheries biologists with a strong emphasis toward 
science and statistics. As you are aware, Alaska has been a leader in successful fisheries management in 
the State and Federal fisheries, with a large amount of credit going to abundant resources, favorable 
ocean climatic conditions, and adherence to "good* science in the fishery policy and management arenas. 
The program proposed by UAF is to provide a curriculum for those that will be involved in fisheries in the 
broader sense (beyond biological management). In particular, this curriculum would be for participants in 
the fisheries (harvesters); the fishing industry (processors, marketers etc) or as a policy maker involved in 
the fisheries. 

The world of fishing has become increasingly complex and the level of understanding necessary to be 
able to intelligently participate in the fisheries and the fishery management processes has risen 
considerably. In order to be successful in this age, fishermen have to be much better business managers 
and understand the potential return on long term investments in gear, vessels, and permits. Into that 
equation, fishermen need to be able to read fishery stock assessments for trends, age class strengths, 
recruitment curves - much as one would read a stock prospectus. Additionally, it now requires an 
increasing depth of knowledge to effectively participate at fisheries management bodies such as the 
Board of Fisheries, NPFMC, IPHC. While there will always be a need for people to speak plain and simple 
from their hearts and be heard at these forums, there is also a need for a level of understanding by some 
participants and decision makers to bring these concepts to fruition. 

Additionally, fisheries world-wide and in Alaska have come under attack by those that employ 
questionable science - with dubious extrapolated conclusions - but have foundation financial support and 
a fast-track into the popular press. Unfortunately, the corrections and retractions do not receive the same 
publicity. Participants in fisheries-related fields need to be able to discern between "good" science and 
"headline" science and not be swayed by sensationalism. 

However, many of us that are involved in fisheries have varied backgrounds. As a case in point, I 
currently sit on the NPFMC. While I have fished commercially since 1981, and have worked as a Fishery 
Biologist 1 (Land Use), have a college degree - 1 have never had a class in fisheries management - 1 
have degree in forestry. Most of what I learned about fisheries, models, and management systems was at 
the elbow of some very patient people during the course of Pacific Salmon Treaty negotiations, Board of 
Fishery and Council meetings. A program like the one proposed would have been helpful for myself along 
the way - especially today as I try to explain current fishery management issues to local fishermen. While 
there are many good knowledgeable people active in fisheries and fisheries policy today, I think we all 
could have benefited greatly from a program that is being proposed. On the flip side, there are also many 
people who have strong opinions on fisheries management - but very little acquaintance with factual 
information. The proposed program would have positive benefits here as well. 

While the results of such a program may be years off, I believe the time to start is now as things are likely 
to become more complex in the world of fishing. Thank you for your consideration.

Senator Huggins, as you are aware the homeowners on Willow Lake have been 
meeting with Ron Stroman, Chief Aviation Leasing for the DOT regarding Willow Lake; 
seaplane operation issues, the banning of jet skis, dock fees and some other issues. It 
is unfortunate that you were not able to attend our meeting in October as it was lively 
and both sides left with different concfusions. Ron has repeatedly stated that he is "pro 
aviation" and because of that I feel he is not capable of being unbiased which has cause 
for concern by myself and other landowners. 

Ron was to meet with one of our home owner representatives Cheryl Fuglestad, as well 
as a representative of Willow Air to come up with a Lake Use Plan which has now been 
named "Aviation Safety Plan 3 final draft". Due to timing issues this meeting has been 
postponed until after the holiday's but Ron gave us a draft to review. It was agreed that 
we would try to compromise, both, the sea plane operations and the home owners. 
Agree to a plan we could both live with. The only reference of compromise I see is the 
addition of buoys for lanes, and the rest are lake restrictions for the lake users. It has 
become obvious that this is not going to work and urge your help and cooperation in 
resolving some issues before we all incur legal costs. 

Willow Lake has been a multi use lake for over 40 years with no recorded or reported 
accidents to date. I find it curious as to why all of a sudden the State feels that lake 
restrictions are to be made. It still is unclear as to how this lake became a sea plane 
lake as in a 2003 Study it clearly stated that the lake was unfit to be one for numerous 
reasons. But Ron explained that the State has the ability to make minor changes to the 
study, and made it one anyway without any notification to the landowners. 

If there truly are issues I would assume they would be environmental in nature. The 
noise study reflected that there is a valid concern and suggests that the planes make 
adjustments to their take off pattern to accommodate this. There is a small island where 
sea birds nest and I feel because of the planes getting so close to their nests during 
take off the numbers have reduced. There was increased plane activity on the lake this 
summer somewhat due to the purchasing of aviation fuel. This truly concerns me 
because of the possibility of lake contamination. I would like to know if there is an 
environmental fuel spillage response plan in effect, and a kit readily available in case of 
spillages for this commercial operation; and if the state is monitoring it 

I purchased my property on the lake this past year to build my retirement home. When I 
purchased this a title search was completed, and nowhere did it state that this lake was 
a sea plane lake and managed by DOT vs. DNR and any restrictions against this 
property. He states it was my responsibility to do the research, how would I know. 

In April I had a well drilled for $8000. I paid premium dollar on the property because of 
it being on the lake and now I am afraid to put much of a building on it until this matter is

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resolved. Thus said, costing me more dollars with the possibility of rising costs of building 
materials. If the lake access is restricted I feel that my property value will surely plummet as 
will my neighbors and I will never be able to recoup my costs. 

I know that Linda Holzman has been in contact with you recently regarding this issue and 
bringing other matters to light. This seems to be an un-resolvable issue in its present state 
because of personalities and Ron's commitment to the aviation. 

I thank you in advance for your prompt attention and resolution to this matter.

Quite honestly, I 
hope that we can convince you and Governor Pal in that additional investment is well 
justified given the potential for long term revenues from ANWR, the obstacles and 
challenges that are likely to come into play over the next several years, and the risk of 
having ANWR's coastal plain designated wilderness, which would put it off limits for 
development, likely forever, but certainly for the foreseeable future. 
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I have attached the letter I drafted last year when we were successful in getting $120,000 
appropriated. I think all of the arguments still apply. Here are some of the reasons why 
I think funding for Arctic Power should be continued and increased for the next several 
years: 



1. National Elections and what is expected to be a relatively big turnover in Congress. 
All of the new members and their staff will need to be educated on the ANWR issue, as well 
as new staff of returning members. Our efforts coordinate with other interest groups who 
are supportive of the issue but we are the only group that really has the ANWR issue as a 
single focus. I know that the Governor's office will be doing office visits and education 
on Alaskan issues but their focus will and should be much broader. Arctic Power has 
significant name ID associated with the ANWR issue. The effort is time consuming and 
updated educational materials will be necessary. You are aware of the materials generated 
by Arctic Power in the past and I have asked our very limited staff to put together some 
packets of. that information for the Administration and to help with our efforts with the 
legislature on the funding issue. Arctic Power still has a presence in D.C. and are 
contacted by and contact various media on a regular basis. It has of course been somewhat 
limited because we only have funding for a one person office in D.C. and he is stretched 
very, very thin. Fortunately, he is also an avid supporter of the issue and is doing the 
best he can to manage. 



2. Helping to coordinate the lobbying effort and educational process. We have built up 
considerable contacts and relationships over the years but we need to have enough of a 
presence so that we do not lose credibility. Our coalition partners and Hill staff have 
in the past have looked to us for leadership and have used our office as a main source of 
good, quality information on the ANWR issue. A one person office does not foster a great 
deal of seriousness or respect. It will be particularly important over the next several 
years . 



3. Protecting Alaska and Alaskan's Investment. Arctic Power has been a significant and 
very credible force in the ANWR debate for many years. While we have maintained 
memberships in the organization most of our funding has been through the State of Alaska. 
The investment has established a credible w brand name" organization that is far more 
recognized in D.C. than in Alaska. That is due to the fact that most of our efforts have 
been outside of Alaska as Alaskan' s have consistently support ANWR development and that is 
where the action was taking place. We have coordinated with the Governor's office, our 
Congressional Delegation and their staffs, and various other interest groups over the last 
almost 20 years. There are many, many individual Alaskan's from all across Alaska who 
have volunteered their time, energy and money toward the effort. 
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4, Maintaining an independent Arctic Power. The State of Alaska stands to be the 
biggest winner, or loser, on the ANWR issue and I know this Administration will continue 
to have a focus on it. I believe , however, that it makes a great deal of sense from a 
strategic logistical standpoint to have a well established and credible independent entity 
also focusing almost entirely on the issue. Scheduling and coordinating visits to Hill 
offices for visiting Alaskan's on the ANWR issue is not something that I expect the 
Governor's D.C. office will or should be doing. Arctic Power can also attend coalition 
meetings and gather intelligence on the ANWR issue and in general that can, and will, be 
passed on to the Governor's office. Arctic Power has established excellent contacts with 
various media, interest groups, labor unions and individuals, in D.C. and around the 
country, and cannot maintain that effort and be a credible source on a shoestring budget. 



Here's what I think is necessary for the next, several years and ask you to give it serious 
consideration, I have recently agreed to be one of the co- chairs of Arctic Power and 
pledge to work the legislature on the issue so that there is support for the funding. I 
will also, of course, also work closely with the Administration.

We need a minimum 2 person office in D.C. and the ability to contract with a professional 
advisory lobbyist, in D.C. on a part time basis. That will enable Arctic Power to have a 
much better impact in dealing with Hill offices and VIP meetings with coalition partner 
leaders; and, coordinate and conduct an educational effort with the new Congress after the 
2008 elections. Arctic Power has always used a part time lobbyist to conduct some of it's 
business in D.C. and is, I think, a necessity to the effort. It is also important from a 
strategic standpoint because it is a great source of intelligence that can supplement the 
efforts of our Congressional Delegation and the Governor's D.C. office. We also may need 
the ability to tt ramp up" as necessary during critical times but I think that can likely be 
handled through the Governor's Office budget where warranted.

I think we could accomplish our mission and objectives with an annual appropriation of 
$250,000 over the next 2 years. I think Arctic Power could manage to match part of the 
funding with a total of $60-100,000 per year. Those funds are currently used to maintain 
our office in Alaska and that presence is also needed for grant administration and 
compliance, coordinating Arctic Power Board and Executive Committee efforts (including 
D.C. visits), limited fundraising efforts (memberships, etc.) and general administration 
and budget maintenance. Our offices are located in donated space so there is significant 
in kind funding in addition to the amount I mentioned above. I recognize that $250,000 
annually is a significant amount but I think it is a good investment. Again, I will help 
work the legislature on the funding issue. 



I think the most important thing is to get some funds placed in the Governor's budget. As 
you know, that makes it much easier during the budget process. The amount can be 
increased or decreased as necessary during the budget process and the Governor has the

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final say in any event. 



From a political standpoint it provides insulation from unnecessary criticism should 
efforts to designate ANWR as wilderness be successful. I know that is not a prime concern 
of yours or the Governor's but I mention it because, after all, you are smack in the 
middle of a political system and I think this administration is doing a great job thus 
far. 



I could offer lots more but reading this will take enough of your time. Let me know what 
you think.

The way this is setup is not very intuitive. I am a Network Specialist and the SE Region Web Manager and this 
was not very intuitive to me and others had the same issue I experienced. The prominent blue banner links as 
they are will not work with the American with Disabilities Act(ADA) requirements because the tags on the banner 
only show Voices Across Alaska: State Budget Priorities and not click here to go to the survey, blind people will 
not be able to read the text in the image of the banner directing them that this is a link to the survey... This is why 
in the Statewide Web Functional Work Group it was previously decided that links shouldn't be in banners unless 
the alt tags (mouse over message) in the banner specifies what it links to and as a rule banner links should be 
avoided if possible. I know it makes our sites not as flashy to the eye but it makes it easier to navigate especially 
for those that may be disabled. 

Also, the notification that was sent to all State Employees shows links that most people would expect to go to the 
survey which donl I can understand your reason behind doing it this way soft linking as you call it, but there are 
better ways of meeting your needs that are more intuitive to the common user, which I will point out below. If it 
isn't intuitive to me I can see many other people that it would not be intuitive for as well. 

The links provided in the Statewide employee email notification didn't go to the news release instead it went to 
either Governor Palins online office page which has a banner link to the survey or to the main State of Alaska 
page which also has a banner with a link which was not intuitive because these banners look very similar to the 
banner in the notification that was sent out that links to nothing. Most people naturally look for a web link not 
banner links to the survey and the only link that looks like it may go to the survey is Gov. Invites Public Input on 
Budg et which goes right back to the news release. 

It would make more sense to have the link inside the news release that goes directly to the survey or if you want 
the ability to update the link you could setup a redirect link on the State Web Server that redirects to the survey, 
this way you don't have to change the link just change the server redirect. This would allow for the redirect link to 
be sent out in the notification that would navigate the user directly to the survey and would still meet your needs of 
being able to update without resending the notification. Most users wouldn't be aware they are clicking a redirect 
link and not a hard link. 

I have done this for many of the SE Region DOT project websites because people bookmark old websites and we 
need to redirect them to the current one without having to send a notification out, or another press release to the

public. This is done by setting alt the old web pages with redirects that point to the new web pages and it also 
gives the ability to setup a timed notification to the user that the web page has been updated and they should 
update their saved links. This is seemless and beneficial to the public, you may want to consider using this 
method in the future instead of putting the links inside other links which can lead to confusion. This also avoids 
users from having dead links to sites that may have been updated to a new location. 

We must understand as Web Managers that we need to setup our sites for people that may not be that familiar 
with the internet yet and also meet the ADA requirements. The websites that I have setup have been setup so 
they are intuitive to people that are not that proficient with navigating through web sites. The less confusion to the 
common citizen the more useful the sites will be for them. Studies have been done that show people lose interest 
or get confused or lost if they have to click too many links to get to the information they are looking for. Some 
things to consider. Thanks for the response.

to provide a curriculum for those that will be involved in fisheries in the broader sense (beyond biological 
management). In particular, this curriculum would be for participants in the fisheries (harvesters); the fishing 
industry (processors, marketers etc) or as a policy maker involved in the fisheries. 

The world of fishing has become increasingly complex and the level of understanding necessary to be able to 
intelligently participate in the fisheries and the fishery management processes has risen considerably, in order to 
be successful in this age, fishermen have to be much better business managers and understand the potential 
return on long term investments in gear, vessels, and permits. Into that equation, fishermen need to be able to 
read fishery stock assessments for trends, age class strengths, recruitment curves - much as one would read a 
stock prospectus. Additionally, it now requires an increasing depth of knowledge to effectively participate at 
fisheries management bodies such as the Board of Fisheries, NPFMC, IPHC. While there will always be a need 
for people to speak plain and simple from their hearts and be heard at these forums, there is also a need for a 
level of understanding by some participants and decision makers to bring these concepts to fruition. 

Additionally, fisheries world-wide and in Alaska have come under attack by those that employ questionable 
science - with dubious extrapolated conclusions - but have foundation financial support and a fast-track into the 
popular press. Unfortunately, the corrections and retractions do not receive the same publicity. Participants in 
fisheries-related fields need to be able to discern between *good* science and "headline" science and not be 
swayed by sensationalism. 

However, many of us that are involved in fisheries have varied backgrounds. As a case in point, i currently sit on 
the NPFMC. While I have fished commercially since 1981, and have worked as a Fishery Biologist 1 (Land Use), 
have a college degree - 1 have never had a class in fisheries management - 1 have degree in forestry. Most of 
what I learned about fisheries, models, and management systems was at the elbow of some very patient people 
during the course of Pacific Salmon Treaty negotiations, Board of Fishery and Council meetings. A program like 
the one proposed would have been helpful for myself along the way - especially today as I try to explain current 
fishery management issues to local fishermen. While there are many good knowledgeable people active in 
fisheries and fisheries policy today, I think we all could have benefited greatly from a program that is being 
proposed. On the flip side, there are also many people who have strong opinions on fisheries management - but 
very little acquaintance with factual information. The proposed program would have positive benefits here as well. 

While the results of such a program may be years off, I believe the time to start is now as things are likely to 
become more complex in the world of fishing. Thank you for your consideration.

Larry Hartig, Dick Lefebvre, and possibly 
Kenton Taylor will attendf by teleconference. 



Representatives of the North Slope Borough and, possibly, the Alaska Congressional 
delegation will be on the same panel as the State. According to Julie Kitka and Fran 
Ulmer, the Native community and the University will serve on other panels, as will 
industry and environmental representatives. 
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We will circulate draft State talking points for review. Please let me know if you have

My name is Sam Bell, advocacy director for the Genocide Intervention Network. Please find the attached 

open letter sent today from our executive director, Mark Hanis, to Governor Palin. 

We are concerned about the bid from Sinopec and th$ company's connection to the Darfur conflict in 

Sudan, which has been labeled genocide by the President and Congress. Sinopec is the largest oil field 

services provider in Sudan and the Sudanese government relies on foreign investment, particular in the 

oil sector, to fund its military and the conflict in Darfur. 

Our organization orchestrates the Sudan divestment campaign which now encompasses 22 states, 58 

universities, and 10 cities (we are working with Alaskan legislators to introduce Sudan divestment 

legislation in the state next year). Additionally, the US Senate Banking Committee and the House of 

Representatives have passed the Sudan Accountability and Divestment Act which would prohibit certain 

companies operating in Sudan, including Sinopec, from receiving federal government contracts.

I am writing in the hopes that you would be able to assist me in my current situation. I 
am a Sergeant in the U, S. Army assigned to HHD 39th Transportation Battalion as the 
Company Supply Sergeant for two years. I am also a single mother with two lovely boys, 
whom I love dearly. My job is very demanding. I have a subordinate Soldier that work with 
me that do a great job. In my ten years of service I have never experienced this type of 
moral and motivation problem. .Since I've been assigned to this unit, my life has been a 
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very challenging task daily to stay motivated and with high morale for my subordinates. 



My boys are enrolled in the Child Development Center's before and after school care 
program. In this program my kids are dropped off at 0630 and must be picked up by 1800. In 
the Kaiserslautern Military Community, this program is operated by the Air Force and opens 
at 0630 at which time I am required to be at my first formation. I must pick them up by 
1800 at which time the child care center closes. My previous Chain of Command allowed me 
to report to work 0730 to accommodate for the daycare opening at 0630. In October a new 
Chain of Command came aboard and required that I report to first formation 0630 for 
accountability. After I reported to formation with my kids, my commander told me that I 
will not bring my kids to formation anymore. After I questioned him about a Senior NCO 
does the same thing, he replied "You do not have enough rank to do what she does." I have 
to stay to work often after 1800 and pay late fees because I do not pick up my kids in 
time. For every minute I am la 

te there is a $1.00 late fee. From July to this date I have paid $655 in late fees, attach 
is a copy of the receipts. 



I feel that my Detachment SGT has a personnel vendetta against me. The Detachment Sergeant 
often discusses my personnel issues amongst subordinate Soldier. This is unprofessional 
and unbecoming of a Senior NCO to whom subordinates suppose to look up too and draw their 
motivation and morale from. I recently was taped for my weight and was found overweight by 
1 % . I have never been counseled on my results . My 1SG have initiated chapter proceedings 
for me to be chaptered out of the Army by making an appointment on December 12 for a 
physical . 



In September I requested an open door policy to see my Battalion Commander Sergeant Major. 
I spoke to him about my situation and he told me, "I got it." As of 29 November I have not 
heard anything of this situation. I spoke to my Battalion Chaplain, Battalion Equal 
Opportunity Representative (EOR) and the Inspector General. I still have no resolve. My 
EOR told me that I have a valid complaint because people in my Chain of Command have 
singled me out. I feel that I have exhausted my chain of command and have not received and 
assistant nor resolution for this situation. 



This whole situation has exhausted me. I feel that the entire unit morale is low. Soldiers 
returned from deployment in September and many of them are so unhappy with their work 
environment. In fear of repercussion for writing you, Honorable Young, I am requesting to 
be transferred to another command. I am suggesting the office of the Inspector General 
conduct a climate sensing session with especially the lower enlisted and junior NCOs. I 
have enclosed character letter on my behalf. My all commander and also my BN commander 
wants me to stay in the Army and go to the Warrant Officer School, attach is a copy of my 
letters of recommendation to show you what are my standards as a NCO.

Attorney General Colberg: 

I need some help, Alaska statutes (AS.37.07,014) requires the legislature to: 

(1) Review and revise the Mission and Measures for each department annually 

(2) Requires each department to measure the department's performance and accountability 
against present mid agreed standards. This concept was put into place by then Senator Parnell a 
dozen years ago. In recent years the legislature has ignored its statutory responsibility. 

I would Hke to go into court to force both legislative bodes and their finance co-chairs to follow 
the law. Will the Department of Law assist me to prepare a case and represent me and the people 
of Alaska in a suit in court? 

On a separate issue, the people of Eagle River have clearly given the Department of 
Transportation and Public Facilities specific directions and limitations on two road upgrade 
projects in Eagle River, namely the "Eagle River Loop Road'* and portions of the "Old Glen 
upgrade". For the last two years I have put in the Capital Budget strong intent language that 
reflects the desires of the community and the entire Eagle River legislative delegation. 

DOT/PF has consistently said they will ignore this budget intent language of the legislature. I 
want you to go into court on behalf of the legislature to force DOT/PF to perform as directed. 
This is clearly a separation of powers issue and as our chief defender of our state's constitution 1 
believe you should take it on. If you cannot, it will seem to indicate that you are the 
administration's in-house attorney and not the people's legal guardian and advocate. Please 
understand that I am very sympathetic to you and this governor, and understand the position my 
request puts you in. I do not want to be at odds with this governor or her administration, but 1 
cannot be true to my oath of office and allow this blatant disregard of our form of constitutional 
governance. 

The easiest way forward would be for the leadership of DOT/PF to realize that they are not an 
isolated kingdom of their own, and realize that we still have government that is "by the people".

If you cannot bring this case yourself I would appreciate you providing someone from the 
Department of Law or a contact person to assist me in bringing this (these) court cases forward.

My appologies for not getting this to survey on time. I think the state really needs to 
consider a new power plant for the University of Alaska Fairbanks. The 2 coal boilers were 
built in 1962 and installed in 1963. Basically they are 1950' s technology retrofitted with 
newer controls. The fact still remains that they are 45 years old. Every year in May the 
Boilers are overhauled and it has been taking longer and longer each year because they are 
wearing out and parts are gettings scarce. The other 2 boilers run on fuel oil and 
boiler-4 is retrofitted with a combination gas/oil burner assembly. Coal is cheaper than 
gas but there is 10 times more equipment involved for burning coal and it is labor 
intensive to maintain, I understand there is another power plant in the works and it will 
most likely be a coal fired plant. We do need to keep up with the utility demands of the 
ever expanding University but I think the Univesity should be looking into multi fuel 
options such as waste oil and 

cooking oil (biodiesel) . UAF does have a V18 10MW diesel engine generator that was 
originally intended to run on coal slurry. My comments here are very brief and incomplete 
but the point I want to make is that UAF should be leading the way with energy 
alternatives, A co-generation plant with multi-fuel options where student engineers can 
get real experience and training would be the way to leads us into the 21 century.

Thank you for forwarding Senator Dyson's letter to me. Indeed, I had a hand in bringing "results based 
budgeting" or "performance based budgeting" or "missions and measures" to the forefront in the nineties. At the 
time, we didn't have an Executive who embraced the concept and agencies went running away from such 
measures (Governor Knowles even vetoed my first bill on the subject). As Finance Committee Co-Chair I, along 
with others, forced the issue and all the budget subcommittees quizzed the agency reps on what results were 
being achieved for the spending. 

Now, just the opposite has occurred. We have a governor willing to embrace accountability for results but a 
legislature unwilling to use this tool. Kind of an interesting conundrum. As a legislator, I concluded that unless the 
Executive powered this forward and moved the agencies and legislature to buy-in, results based budgeting would 
only be a marginally useful tool. And, without both Executive and Legislative buy-in, the budget will always only be 
about the numbers rather than about results for Alaskans. If you would ever like to talk about this, Pm happy to do 
so.

Today at Lunch in Fairbanks I listened to Andrew Halcrow expound upon his opinion that 
the legislature ' caved' on the tax increase legislation and that AGIA will not only fail 
but delay a gas line for years to come. Of course the Alliance audience listened with open 
ears. I'm confident you and your team will prove him wrong. I would like to help in some 
small way with two suggestions. 
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Suggestion #1: I would encourage you personally to travel to DC and meet face to face 
with this administration in the very near future to prevent them from being negatively 
influenced against AGIA. {i.e to protect your back side).

I believe the major oil companies along with Senator Murkowski may be ganging up on you. 
They feel like they hold all the cards. With your enormous popularity with the people of 
Alaska as your credentials, you personally should represent us at a meeting face to face 
IN Washington DC to recruit the feds in support of your effort with AGIA. With the Energy 
Secretary's endorsement you would instantly empty ALL the wind from their sails. What a 
dynamic shift of power. Imagine President Bush AND Governor Palin teamed up facing the 
other side of the table!!! 



If President Bush and/or the Secretary of Energy is serious about getting Alaska gas to 
the lower 48 to relieve the energy crisis all the Fed would have to do is become a major 
guarantor of the construction loan of 20 - 30 billion dollars to back a company like Trans 
Canada who has the expertise. There is a good argument why they should: The Tennessee 
Valley Authority was created years ago to resolve an energy crisis. Why not create a 
similar structure, some form of Alaska Gas authority backed with Federal dollars as the 
guarantor? 



The best defense is a great offense. I suspect the major oil companies are intent upon 
keeping their 'power' position by treating Alaska as a backwater third world country. They 
may be are VERY busy whispering in the ears at the Federal level painting themselves to be 
the 'agrieved party' in the AGIA process. They mistakenly believe they hold all the high 
cards with their world class legal department to block AGIA in the courts for years. They 
are counting on Alaska remaining isolated and alone against them. If you are successful in 
recruiting the endorsement of the Bush Administration the entire power dynamic shifts 
completely. I believe that's the one thing they secretly fear. 



The Bush Administration knows that one of the key's to saving face and achieving a 
credible exit strategy from the mid east crisis includes a successful program to reduce US 
dependence on foreign oil. I think the reason the Energy Secretary is so busy inquiring of 
Senator Murkowski about our progress is in support of that goal. 



Suggestion #2: If the majors refuse to release their gas during an open season process 
there are some very compelling arguments for the state of Alaska to consider building an 
in- state gas line for our own use without their gas. 



What the Bush administration, the major oil companies (and possibly our federal 
delegation) don^'t realize is that with a popular leader such as yourself we don't have to 
play ball with any of them. We could seriously inhibit Bush's energy policy. This is the 
second time around for me (I was paying close attention 30 years ago when the oil 
companies 'wined and dined' us to get the oil line).

I've found sometimes that the strongest negotiating position comes from not being afraid 
to lose. 'The only thing to fear is fear itself". If President Bush needs Alaska gas for 
his energy policy his administration needs to stand with us as a strong proponent of the 
AGIA process. I don't think they can afford politically to see us decide to keep our gas 
at home for our own economic well being. 



Can you imagine the threat to their agendas if you, Governor Palin utilized your 
statewide credibility (and popularity) by beginning to talk publicly about the economic 
benefits of our own 24 inch line from Prudhoe to south central? If this is a poker game I 
don't think any of the three groups I've mentioned realize just how strong a hand Alaska 
is holding.

Tragedy struck our family this past Wednesday evening as what appears to be a large wolf 
took our pet dog from Artillary Road near Eagle River on Fort Richardson. The next 
morning we tracked the animal (s) and found a few remains about a mile from the core of 
Eagle River. This attack was about 30 feet from my wife. 



We really wanted our loss to become others warning as to this danger that is so close. 
Several calls were made to the Anchorage and Fort Richardson ADFG offices in the early 
morning and again in the afternoon, but as of Thursday evening none of them have been 
returned. The overriding concern is the question of how important is the public safety to 
these people? One of the clerks responded that wolf attacks on dogs are fairly common! I 
don't recall any in the Municipality of Anchorage in the past 10. years, so are there facts 
regarding other attacks in the M0A that are not being given to the public? There are many 
children and other dogs in our community that are the same size as our 3 6 pound dog. 



We ask you to have someone check with ADFG to see if this incident is "common" around the 
MOA, and why no one has responded to our messages. The public deserves to know the 
frequency and location of these types of incidents so they can avoid them. This should 
have been actively investigated to determine the type, number, and health of the attacking 
animal before precious evidence is lost. 
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Thank you for the opportunity to address my concerns. I hope and pray for the safety of 
our people, and their pets.

We met with Senator Stevens this morning and discussed a number of items: 



* Gas Pipeline - Senator Stevens would like a briefing after the preliminary analysis of 
the pipeline applications has been completed. He suggested a joint briefing of the entire 
congressional delegation shortly after the first of the year. 



In the interim, the Senator doesn't intend to comment on the pipeline or AGIA and doesn't 
think that his colleagues in the delegation will do so either. He doesn't believe that the 

1 
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Bush administration will take sides between the producers and pipeline companies. His 
feeling is that Congress and the Bush administration want a viable pipeline project and 
want to know that steps are being taken in this direction. 

He did say, as Senator Murkowski told us earlier in the week, that serious talk about 
exporting North Slope gas to the Pacific Rim would probably lead to legislation 
prohibiting this possibility. 



We expressed concern that certain provisions of the Senate ' s Climate Change bill could 
adversely impact the gas pipeline. His staff has identified the same problem and is 
working to resolve it. 



* Amicus Brief/ Exxon -Valdez - the Senator is experimenting with an amicus brief of his own 
that would convey his personal observations about what transpired in the immediate 
aftermath of the Exxon/Valdez disaster. He doesn't see this as incompatible with possibly 
joining the state's brief and said that he' would be talking further with Senator Murkowski 
and Congressman Young about how to proceed. He understands the relevant deadlines and 
will get back to us after these discussions. 



Per the request I received from Craig Tillery, I talked to the Senator about helping to 
ensure that the Bush administration does not support Exxon's position. He doubted that 
there would be White House pressure but directed his staff to make some inquiries. 
Yesterday, I spoke with the Vice President's office to express our request that the 
administration either join with us or stay neutral. 



* ESA/Polar Bears/Belugas - We exchanged information about what the state has been doing 
and what he has been doing. Regarding belugas, I had the feeling that he has been 
talking with Bill Hogarth of NMFS, but I didn ! t press him on the content of these 
discussions. Concerning polar bears, he believes that the state needs to do more in the 
public relations arena - for example, inviting the media to see what is happening on the 
North Slope. He is very concerned that a listing could preclude not only oil and gas 
activity but even subsistence use. 



Much of what he said is already incorporated into the Governor's draft op-ed piece on 
climate change and polar bears. He suggested that the op-ed be given some national 
distribution. 



* Climate Change /Village Relocation -He envisions a regime where the state would do the 
planning; the Denali Commission would coordinate and otherwise assist in execution; and 
various federal agencies would provide funding through the Commission or in coordination 
with it. We talked about having a centralized NEPA process involving all relevant 
agencies. We also discussed the pros and cons of retaining the Center for Climate 
Strategies to assist the Climate Change Sub-cabinet. (This will be a topic at the next 
meeting of the Sub-cabinet,) 



* Mining and Wetlands - We talked about the negative implications for Alaska of pending 
mining and wetlands legislation. I told the Senator about the state's analysis of both 
bills and our work this week in DC with the Department of Law. The Senator reiterated his 
concern about the Pebble project and said that it could give Alaska mining a bad name. 
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These are the high points. If you have any questions or comments, please let me know.

It recommends, prioritizes and awards funding to research projects; promotes 
scientific cooperation and collaboration; and supports enhanced public understanding of 
those ecosystems and fisheries. Its 11 members are drawn from federal and state 
management and research agencies, including five appointed by Alaska's governor, to serve 
three-year terms. 



MacLean, of Anchorage, is an Inypiaq subsistence whale hunter who crews a whaling boat in 
Barrow. He has served on the Research Board's advisory committee and its local and 
traditional knowledge committee. MacLean earned a bachelor's degree in biology from 
Whitman College, and a master's degree in wildlife and fisheries science from Texas A&M 
University. He was appointed to an advisory seat representing the interests of Alaska 
Natives . 



Childers of Anchorage, is program director and former executive director of the Alaska 
Marine Conservation Council, which advocates for marine and coastal conservation in 
Alaska. She is a representative on the Alaska Sea Grant Public Advisory Group and a 
director of the Marine Fish Conservation Network, Childers has advocated for sustainable 
fishing by protecting habitat and minimizing bycatch. She recently won a three-year, 
$150,000 fellowship from the Pew Institute for Ocean Science to study climate change in 
the Bering Sea. Childers holds a bachelor's degree from the State University of New York- 
Empire State. She has served on the board since 2005, and was reappointed to a seat 
representing environmental organizations. 



Merrigan, of Petersburg, works in government affairs for Prowler Fisheries of Petersburg. 
A commercial salmon troller and halibut fisherman since 1984, he is currently a member 
of the North Pacific Fishery Management Council. He has previously served on the Pacific 
Salmon Commission, Northern Panel, and was director of the Petersburg Vessel Owners 
Association. Merrigan has also worked as a forestry technician, boat carpenter, and state 
fisheries biologist. He holds a bachelor's degree in science from Rollins College and a 
master's degree in forestry from Duke University. Merrigan was appointed to a seat 
representing the fishing interests. 



Pope, of Anchorage, is a project health, safety and environmental manager with BP Alaska 
Exploration, Inc., and has held a variety of health, safety and environmental support and 
management positions with the company, including environmental policy analyst, scientist 
and engineer. She has worked for BP for 26 years, including more than 20 years of 
experience supporting onshore and offshore oil exploration and production in Alaska, 
including managing North Slope environmental research projects, and writing oil spill and 
pollution control plans. She has served on numerous state and international organizations 
relating to the oil industry's environmental protection efforts. Pope earned a bachelor's 
degree in zoology from California State University-Long Beach, and a master's degree in 
environmental quality science and engineering from the University of Alaska Anchorage.

Wiesenburg, of Fairbanks, is dean of the School of Fisheries and Ocean Sciences at the

associate director of the geochemical and environmental research group at Texas A&M

His previous work for the department in Southeast Alaska included 
positions as project leader for salmon habitat research, for marine creel surveys, and for 
fisheries research, and as seafood industry liaison. He has published scientific papers 
on fish management issues relating to Southeast fisheries. Frenette earned a bachelor's 
degree in water resources and aquatic biology from the University of Wisconsin-Stevens 
Point. As the governor's Alaska alternate appointment to the panel, he need not be 
appointed by the Secretary.

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Prince William Sound Oil Spill Recovery Institute Advisory Board 



Governor Palin reappointed Pete Kompkoff, Doug Lentsch, George Levasseur, Bill Lindow and 
Glenn Ujioka to the Prince William Sound Oil Spill Recovery Institute's Advisory Board. 



The Institute was established in federal law in 1990 after the Exxon Valdez oil spill to 
identify and develop the best available techniques, equipment and materials to deal with 
cold-water marine oil spills, and to help federal and state officials document, assess and 
understand the long-term effects of such spills. It is guided by its Advisory Board, 
which includes representatives of state and federal agencies dealing with oil spills, 
marine scientists, Alaska Natives. and residents of communities affected by the Exxon 
Valdez spill. Members are appointed to two-year terms. 



Kompkoff, of Chenega Bay, is a commercial gillnet fisherman in Prince William Sound, and 
a member of the gillnetters 1 and piledrivers' unions. He attended the Bates Vocational 
Technical Institute in Washington and graduated from Shasta College. He has been active 
in tribal government, having served as president of the Chenega Village Council. Kompkoff 
was reappointed to a seat representing Alaska Natives from communities affected by the 
Exxon Valdez oil spill. 



Lentsch, of Nikiski, has been general manager of Cook Inlet Spill & Prevention Inc. since 
1995. He spent 25 years with the U.S. Coast Guard. During the Exxon Valdez oil spill in 
1989 he served as chief of the Coast Guard's Pollution Response Branch in Washington, 
D.C., responsible for writing and putting into effect regulations requiring spill 
contingency plans for vessels and facilities. Lentsch and his office provided significant 
technical assistance to Congress in planning for and drafting the Oil Pollution Act of 
1990. He earned a bachelor's degree in geology from Montana State University. Lentsch 
was reappointed to a seat representing the oil and gas industry.

December 10, 2007, Anchorage, Alaska - Governor Sarah Palin today announced a number of 
appointments to state boards and commissions responsible for fisheries research and 
management, oil spill planning and response, earthquake safety, and prevention of domestic 
violence, sexual assault and suicide. 
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North Pacific Research Board 



Governor Palin appointed Steve MacLean, and reappointed Dorothy Childers, Gerry Merrigan, 
Pam Pope and Denis Wiesenburg to the North Pacific Research Board. 



The Research Board is responsible for managing a comprehensive science program relating to 
the fisheries and marine ecosystems in the North Pacific Ocean, Bering Sea, and Arctic 
Ocean. It recommends, prioritizes and awards funding to research projects; promotes 
scientific cooperation and collaboration; and supports enhanced public understanding of 
those ecosystems and fisheries. Its 11 members are drawn from federal and state 
management and research agencies, including five appointed by Alaska's governor, to serve 
three -year terms. 



MacLean, of Anchorage, is an Inupiaq subsistence whale hunter who crews a whaling boat in 
Barrow. He has served on the Research Board' s advisory committee and its local and 
traditional knowledge committee. MacLean earned a bachelor's degree in biology from 
whitman College, and a master's degree in wildlife and fisheries science from Texas A&M 
University. He was appointed to an advisory seat representing the interests of Alaska 
Natives . 



Childers of Anchorage, is program director and former executive director of the Alaska 
Marine Conservation Council, which advocates for marine and coastal conservation in 
Alaska. She is a representative on the Alaska Sea Grant Public Advisory Group and a 
director of the Marine Fish Conservation Network. Childers has advocated for sustainable 
fishing by protecting habitat and minimizing bycatch. She recently won a three-year, 
$150,000 fellowship from the Pew Institute for Ocean Science to study climate change in 
the Bering Sea, Childers holds a bachelor's degree from the State University of New York- 
Empire State. She has served on the board since 2005, and was reappointed to a seat 
representing environmental organizations. 



Merrigan, of Petersburg, works in government affairs for Prowler Fisheries of Petersburg. 
A commercial salmon troller and halibut fisherman since 1984, he is currently a member of 
the North Pacific Fishery Management Council, He has previously served on the Pacific 
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Salmon Commission, Northern Panel, and was director of the Petersburg Vessel Owners 
Association. Merrigan has also worked as a forestry technician, boat carpenter, and state 
fisheries biologist. He holds a bachelor's degree in science from Rollins College and a 
master's degree in forestry from Duke University. Merrigan was appointed to a seat 
representing the fishing interests. 



Pope, of Anchorage, is a project health, safety and environmental manager with BP Alaska 
Exploration, Inc., and has held a variety of health, safety and environmental support and 
management positions with the company, including environmental policy analyst, scientist 
and engineer. She has worked for BP for 26 years, including more than 20 years of 
experience supporting onshore and offshore oil exploration and production in Alaska, 
including managing North Slope environmental research projects, and writing oil spill and 
pollution control plans. She has served on numerous state and international organizations 
relating to the oil industry's environmental protection efforts. Pope earned a bachelor's 
degree in zoology from California State University- Long Beach, and a master's degree in 
environmental quality science and engineering from the University of Alaska Anchorage. 
She has served on the Research Board since 2001 and was reappointed to a seat representing 
oil and gas interests. 



Wiesenburg, of Fairbanks, is dean of the School of Fisheries and Ocean Sciences at the 
University of Alaska Fairbanks, His extensive career in research and academia includes 
work as professor and chair of marine sciences at the University of Southern Mississippi; 
associate director of the geochemical and environmental research group at Texas A&M 
University; and oceanographer with the Naval Ocean Research and Development Activity at 
Stennis Space Center in Mississippi. He has been heavily involved in fisheries and 
oceanography issues and research, with his numerous published articles addressing issues 
including water composition and quality. Wiesenburg holds a bachelor's degree in 
chemistry from Duke University, a master's degree in oceanography from Old Dominion 
University and a doctorate in oceanography from Texas A&M University. He has served on 
the Research Board since 2005 and was reappointed to a seat representing academia. 



Pacific Salmon Commission, Northern Panel 



Governor Palin appointed Brian Frenette to the Northern Panel of the Pacific Salmon 
Commission. 



The Northern Panel is one of several regional panels that provide technical and regulatory 
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advice on salmon stocks to the Pacific Salmon Commission, created by a 1985 treaty to 
coordinate West Coast salmon management. The panels help negotiate and implement treaty 
provisions, and draw on technical data, annual plans, regulations and salmon enhancement 
programs to make pre- and post-season recommendations to the Commission. The Northern 
Panel includes representatives of government and fishing interests, nominated by the 
governor and appointed by the U.S. Secretary of Commerce, to four-year terms. 



Frenette, of Juneau, is the Southeast regional sportfishing supervisor for the Department 
of Fish and Game. His previous work for the department in Southeast Alaska included 
positions as project leader for salmon habitat research, for marine creel surveys, and for 
fisheries research, and as seafood industry liaison. He has published scientific papers 
on fish management issues relating to Southeast fisheries. Frenette earned a bachelor's 
degree in water resources and aquatic biology from the University of Wisconsin- Stevens 
Point. As the governor's Alaska alternate appointment to the panel, he need not be 
appointed by the Secretary. 



Prince William Sound Oil Spill Recovery Institute Advisory Board 



Governor Palin reappointed Pete Kompkoff , Doug Lentsch, George Levasseur, Bill Window and 
Glenn Ujioka to the Prince William Sound Oil Spill Recovery Institute's Advisory Board. 



The Institute was established in federal law in 1990 after the Exxon Valdez oil spill to 
identify and develop the best available techniques, equipment and materials to deal with 
cold-water marine oil spills, and to help federal and state officials document, assess and 
understand the long-term effects of such spills. It is guided by its Advisory Board, 
which includes representatives of state and federal agencies dealing with oil spills, 
marine scientists, Alaska Natives and residents of communities affected by the Exxon 
Valdez spill. Members are appointed to two-year terms. 



Kompkoff, of Chenega Bay, is a commercial gillnet fisherman in Prince William Sound, and a 
member of the gillnetters 1 and piledrivers' unions. He attended the Bates Vocational ^ 
Technical Institute in Washington and graduated from Shasta College. He has been active 
in tribal government, having served as president of the Chenega village Council. Kompkoff 
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was reappointed to a seat representing Alaska Natives from communities affected by the 
Exxon Valdez oil spill. 



Lentsch, of Nikiski, has been general manager of Cook Inlet Spill & Prevention Inc. since 
1995. He spent 25 years with the U.S. Coast Guard. During the Exxon Valdez oil spill in 
1989 he served as chief of the Coast Guard's Pollution Response Branch in Washington, 
D.C., responsible for writing and putting into effect regulations requiring spill 
contingency plans for vessels and facilities. Lentsch and his office provided significant 
technical assistance to Congress in planning for and drafting the Oil Pollution Act of 
1990. He earned a bachelor's degree in geology from Montana State University. Lentsch 
was reappointed to a seat representing the oil and gas industry. 



Levasseur, of Valdez, is a commercial fisherman and charter boat captain who retired as a 
state road and airport operations manager. He is a 29-year member of the Valdez Fisheries 
Development Board, and has been on the PWS Regional Citizens' Advisory Council. Levasseur 
is a member of the core fleet of SERVS fishing vessels trained to respond to oil spills in 
the Sound. He graduated from the University of Minnesota. Levasseur was reappointed to a 
seat representing Sound fishermen. 



Lindow, of Cordova, has been a commercial salmon gillnetter in Copper River and Prince 
William Sound since 1978 and a halibut fisherman in the Gulf of Alaska since 1997. He has 
served on the board of the PWS Aquaculture Corp., the Copper River Fisherman's Cooperative 
and the Copper River Salmon Producers Association, and as a member of the PWS Regional 
Citizen's Advisory Council. Lindow attended the University of Colorado and the University 
of North Carolina-Charlotte. He was reappointed to a seat representing fishing 
organizations . 



Ujioka, of Cordova, is a commercial salmon gillnetter in Copper River and Prince William 
Sound. He works as a maintenance equipment operator for an Alaska Native consortium that 
contracts the Alyeska's SERVS fleet of oil tanker escort vessels in the Sound. He has 
been active on various boards and commissions, including the Alaska Marine Conservation 
Council, the Chugachmiut Environmental Conservation Consortium and the Native Village of 
Eyak, serving on its board for more than a decade. Ujioka was reappointed to a seat 
representing Alaska Natives. 
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Task Force on Domestic Violence and Sexual Assault

The task force was created by the Legislature in May to consider ways to improve the 
operations and management of the Council on Domestic Violence and Sexual Assault, the 
state board responsible for reducing such assaults. The 15-member task force includes 
members appointed by the Governor and Legislature, plus state department officials, 
assault victims, and others with responsibilities for and interest in the problem of 
domestic violence and sexual assault in Alaska. It is to deliver a report with its 
recommendations to the Governor and Legislature by March 1, 2008. 



Sarren, of Unalakleet, is a tribal enrollment officer for the Native Village of 
Unalakleet. She has worked in tribal enrollment in Barrow and in her hometown of 
Wainwright, and has also worked as a jailer/dispatcher for the Unalakleet Police 
Department. She graduated from Mt. Edgecumbe High School and attended Sheldon Jackson 
College. She was appointed to a seat on the task force representing a community of fewer 
than 2,500 residents.

The Committee provides support, advice and guidance to state government and citizens to 
help reduce and prevent juvenile crime, and to provide young Alaskans with meaningful 
opportunities to succeed in life. It includes representatives from local government, law 
enforcement and juvenile justice agencies, and public and private agencies dealing with 
juvenile justice. At least one-fifth of its members must be younger than 24 when 
appointed, and at least three members must now be, or have been, under the jurisdiction of 
the juvenile justice system.

Roberts earned a 
bachelor's degree in political science from the University of California, Davis and a 
doctorate in theology from the Dallas Theological Seminary.

Responding to your request for budget priority suggestions, I offer the following: 



For wise use of some of the state's new oil revenue, I suggest restoring the Alaska Legal 
Services Corporation to the budget at a substantial amount. In the early 1980' s, the 
state appropriation to ALSC was $1.2 or 1.3 million, and the corporation was able to 
maintain 14 offices statewide. That amount gradually dwindled to the point where Frank 
Murkowski zeroed out the ALSC appropriation altogether a couple of years ago. 



People have not gotten kinder to each other over the years, and the need of low- income 
people to have legal advice and legal representation in court has not diminished. ALSC 
provides civil -law legal help to thousands of these people each year, but many more 
thousands go unassisted. First, it is unfair for their income level to deprive them of 
access to our legal system. Second, when they find themselves in court, and having to 
represent themselves, their unfamiliarity with the procedures and the law clog the system 
for everybody. 



It appears that Governor Murkowski did not care whether poor people have that assistance, 
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and, since a majority of ALSC's clients are Alaska Natives, it appears that he did not 
care about them either. I trust that, with your new approach to handling the state's 
business in the best interests of all of its people, you will restore ALSC to the budget 
-- and at a level that will enable the corporation to re-establish at least some of its 
rural offices and hire additional staff for the incredibly overburdened urban offices. 



ALSC's budget is stretched very thin. It is efficient. ALSC's employees accept low 
salaries because they believe in the principle of providing access to the justice system 
regardless of the lack of income of their clients. Support of ALSC assures a huge "bang 
for the buck . " 



Thank you for considering this suggestion 



By way of introduction, I am a retired Juneau attorney who served 31 years on the ALSC 
board of directors (until 2005} , as well as on various other state boards and commissions 
during my 41 years in Alaska.

I am a two and a half year employee of Mat Su Community Transit, better known' as MASCOT, 
based in Wasilla. As you know, we operate on grant moneys, as long as we can meet them. 
Well, here is the schpeel. We are hanging on by a thin margin, and the grant match moneys 
are getting harder to raise due to rising fuel costs and maint. We are meeting our. tails 
as we get ahead in any way. 

I am not harping my own tune, just know the facts that this transit system is very 
appreciated and needed by those who use us to get where they need to go, i.e. doctors, 
physical therapy, basic grocery shopping, personal legal matters, you name it. The 
passengers have expressed their appreciation to me personally, and through the other 
drivers. The seniors of the valley who are unable to drive themselves anymore get all 
excited when we show up to pick them up, and most of them just want to go for the rides. 
Many agencies depend on us to get physically and mentally challenged clients to their 
places so they can do the day care that they are in the business for. These clients look 
forward to the trip there and home. Yes, we moved into our new home April 2006, but after 
moving into our own home, we have faced the rising costs of utilities, fuel, maintenance 
and upkeep of a new building. Before we moved, we were in City Hall in the old police 
station. You should remember that. 

Bottom line, I am aware of where the "transportation" moneys are going, and more 
attention needs to be given to the "ground transportation" of the state. Yes, I know there 
is grant moneys available, but the guidelines to meeting the matching moneys heeds to be 
relaxed a bit, so little companies like MASCOT can survive. Our fixed route ridership has 
fluctuated quite a bit, but the up side is larger than it was in 1999. KTUU News did a bit 
on us last month, as has ADN a couple years back, and big word of mouth. We are faced with 
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cutting routes, not a good idea or feeling, and staff to cut down on costs, and raising 
rates which will cut ridership down quite a bit. Several of our drivers are single income 
large families where one parent is needed home due to small children, and a few, like 
myself, are working just to make ends meet with a two income family. I know times are 
hard, but when the moneys are there to support a non profit business, why should they sit 
there gathering dust? 

This is one idea I am sending to you, as a citizen, and an employee, of what to do with 
the excess oil tax moneys.

Tragedy struck our family this past Wednesday evening as what appears to 
be a large wolf took our pet dog from Artillary Road near Eagle River on 
Fort Richardson. The next morning we tracked the animal (s) and found 
a few remains about a mile from the core of Eagle River. This attack 
was about 30 feet from my wife. 



We really wanted our loss to become others warning as to this danger 
that is so close. Several calls were made to the Anchorage and Fort 
Richardson ADFG offices in the early morning and again in the afternoon, 
but as of Thursday evening none of them have been returned. The 
overriding concern is the question of how important is the public safety 
to these people? One of the clerks responded that wolf attacks on dogs 
are fairly common! I don't recall any in the Municipality of Anchorage 
in the past 10 years, so are there facts regarding other attacks in the 
MOA that are not being given to the public? There are many children and 
other dogs in our community that are the same size as our 36 pound dog. 



We ask you to have someone check with ADFG to see if this incident is 
"common" around the MOA, and why no one has responded to our. messages. 
The public deserves to know the frequency and location of these types of 
incidents so they can avoid them. This should have been actively 
investigated to determine the type, number, and health of the attacking 
animal before precious evidence is lost. 



Thank you for the opportunity to address my concerns. I hope and pray 
for the safety of our people, and their pets.

The Kenai River problems have been talked about for years but no real steps have been taken to address these 
problems. The hydrocarbon levels are too high in the summer and exceed limits in July, the high use month. 
This must be fixed. Our goal (F&G, DEC, and DNR have been working together) was to start taking initial steps 
to do the right things for the river and to start now. The Kenai River is too important a resource for us not to take 
action to protect the river's health and our state's reputation for clean waters and a clean environment 

The regulations allow use of 2-stroke engines in 2008 and 2009 except for the month of July, the high use month. 
In 2010 at! engines on the river must be either 4-stroke or direct fuel injection. The public knew the general 
direction the regulations would take earlier this year, so the public has had all of 2007, and then all of 2008 and 
2009 to prepare for the total 2-cycle ban in 2010. The problem with the 2-stroke engines is they can discharge as 
much as 30% of their fuel usage as unburned fuel into the river. In good conscience we can not allow that type of 
discharge into the river. In the 4-stroke or direct fuel injected engines the discharge is fractions of that from the 
old 2-stroke engines. We have looked closely at the water quality and can clearly correlate hydrocarbon 
contamination with the number of boats on the river, especially 2-stroke powered boats. 

The regulations allow 4-stroke engines or direct fuel injection engines up to 50-hp any time after the regulations 
are put into effect. This is also controversial to some. Currently the maximum is 35-hp. Those boaters that use 
35-hp must take aterger engine and de-tune it to 35hp.

Larger boats will be 
grandfathered in by permit until the end of 2009.

Thank you for your correspondence last week. We will certainly provide feedback during the public 
comment period. However, given the nature of the situation in Darfur, we would encourage the Governor 
to consider immediate rejection of the Sinopec bid. 

In a recent interview, Speaker Harris indicated that the Governor has the prerogative to eliminate a 
proposal on any basis she sees fit. A recent Channel 2 (KTUU) poll found that 80% of Alaskans believe 
that the state should reject a gas pipeline bid from a company with known ties to the Darfur genocide. 

Finally, I wanted to let you know that last night the US Senate passed the Sudan Accountability and 
Divestment Act, with the support of Senators Stevens and Murkowski. This legislation, which passed the 
House of Representatives earlier this year, would prohibit certain companies operating in Sudan, 
including Sinopec, from receiving federal contracts. 

Again we are happy to provide further information regarding Sinopec, its operations in Sudan, or the 
Sudan Accountability and Divestment Act.

The Kenai River problems have been talked about for years but no real steps have been 
taken to address these problems. The hydrocarbon levels are too high in the summer and 
exceed limits in July, the high use month. This must be fixed. Our goal (F&G, DEC, and 
DNR have been working together) was to start taking initial steps to do the right things 
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for the river and to start now. The Kenai River is too important a resource for us not to 
take action to protect the river's health and our state's reputation for clean waters and 
a clean environment. 



The regulations allow use of 2 -stroke engines in 2008 and 2009 except for the month of 
July, the high use month. In 2010 all engines on the river must be either 4-stroke or 
direct fuel injection. The public knew the general direction the regulations would take 
earlier this year, so the public has had all of 2007, and then all of 2008 and 2009 to 
prepare for the total 2-cycle ban in 2010. The problem with the 2-stroke engines is they 
can discharge as much as 30% of their fuel usage as unburned fuel into the river. In good 
conscience we can not allow that type of discharge into the river. In the 4-stroke or 
direct fuel injected engines the discharge is fractions of that from the old 2-stroke 
engines. We have looked closely at the water quality and can clearly correlate 
hydrocarbon contamination with the number of boats on the river, especially 2-stroke 
powered boats. 



The regulations allow 4-stroke engines or direct fuel injection engines up to 50-hp any 
time after the regulations are put into effect. This is also controversial to some. 
Currently the maximum is 35-hp. Those boaters that use 35-hp must take a larger engine 
and de-tune it to 35hp, 



The regulations also restrict boat length to no more than 21 feet long and 106 inches 
wide. Larger boats will be grandfathered in by permit until the end of 2009.

Subject; Kenai River Regulations 




The Kenai River problems have been talked about for years but no real steps have been 
taken to address these problems. The hydrocarbon levels are too high in the summer and 
exceed limits in July, the high use month. This must be fixed. Our goal (F&G, DEC, and 
DNR have been working together) was to start taking initial steps to do the right things 
for the river and to start now. The Kenai River is too important a resource for us not to 
take action to protect the river's health and our state's reputation for clean waters and 
a clean environment. 
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The regulations allow use of 2 -stroke engines in 2008 and 2009 except for the month of 
July, the high use month. In 2010 all engines on the river must be either 4-stroke or 
direct fuel injection. The public knew the general direction the regulations would take 
earlier this year, so the public has had all of 2007, and then all of 2008 and 2009 to 
prepare for the total 2-cycle ban in 2010. The problem with the 2-stroke engines is they 
can discharge as much as 30% of their fuel usage as unburned fuel into the river. In good 
conscience we can not allow that type of discharge into the river. In the 4 -stroke or 
direct fuel injected engines the discharge is fractions of that from the old 2-stroke 
engines. We have looked closely at the water quality and can clearly correlate 
hydrocarbon contamination with the number of boats on the river, especially 2-stroke 
powered boats. 



The regulations allow 4-stroke engines or direct fuel injection engines up to 50-hp any 
time after the regulations are put into effect. This is also controversial to some. 
Currently the maximum is 35-hp. Those boaters that use 35-hp must take a larger engine 
and de-tune it to 35hp. 



The regulations also restrict boat length to no more than 21 feet long and 106 inches 
wide. Larger boats will be grandfathered in by permit until the end of 2009.

Glen has been calling me relentlessly for weeks. "But if you just explain where you are 
coming from on such and such.,.."

By the way, on Fagan last week, he did us a tremendous disservice by allowing Fagan to 
cross-examine him, admitting inside of five minutes that that if we did not negotiate with 
Conoco, we'd be in serious trouble -- the word he agreed to was "disaster" I think. The 
only disaster was Glen's "advocacy" on the show, and I stopped listening after about seven 
minutes into his hour. It would be one thing if he were Joe Sixpack being grilled by 
Fagan, since Dan is used to bullying pro-AGIA callers. But Glen represents himself as a 
Palin supporter/insider, etc. Thus, when Fagan trips up Glen in a one-sided debate (Glen 
lacks both the knowledge and skill to hold his own) , Fagan carries on as if he has just 
tripped up the governor, the gasline team, and our whole AGIA process.

Governor : 



The DC Office has advised that when the Senate passed HR 3997 last month, it stripped out 
some language several states (including Alaska) supported related to veterans mortgage 
bonds . 



Specific to Alaska, language was stripped out that would have raised the federal cap on 
the amount of tax: exempt veterans mortgage bonds that could be issued by the Alaska 
Housing Finance Corporation. AHFC's veterans mortgage program is in danger of running out 
of funds for lending if Congress does not increase the cap. 



Several other states are in a similar position or have other language changes they want 
Congress to pass into law. The House Ways and Means Committee is planning to try and 
force the Senate to consider the bill again with the provisions back in it. 



These states have drafted a letter to the Chair and Ranking Minority Member of the Senate 
Finance Committee and are asking Governors from several states to sign the letter this 
Monday. With your approval, I will work with Larry Persily to get your signature 
electronically put into the letter so it can be delivered to the Senators this coming 
Monday.

0710 Update 

James Short, C-P Environmental Engineer returned my phone calls. 

The pipeline is a well flow commonline, carrying the flow from wells on the 2U and 2W well 
pads, from the well pads to the Central Processing Facility #2 (CPF#2) at Kuparuk. It is 
part of the production gathering system, and not a DOT regulated pipeline. 



Leak was discovered at 0133 in the morning of Sunday 12/16/2007. Line was shut in 
immediately, but required until around noon to depressure and the hazardous atmosphere 
around the leak to disperse, to allow access and evaluation. Environmental were 
monitoring explosive limits, benzene and H2S, until levels reached safe limits to allow 
access to the area. 

Leak is from an 8 inch split in the pipeline, at the 8 o'clock position. The CPF#2 was 
having upset conditions, and operations personnel suspect a surge may have been initiated, 
causing the rupture. Preliminary estimates of spill are 102 bbls. 
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The rupture occurred in an area with no access road. An ice road is being constructed to 
site. The primary spill response company, Alaska Clean Seas (7 personnel) is on site, 
along with 15 contract workers and 12 Conoco Phillips responders. An additional 15 
contract clean up workers are in transit. Estimate 50 to 60 personnel will be on site 
working on response today. 



The rupture site has been cleaned, and the insulation has been removed, preparing the site 
for a sleeve. Inspection crews will access shortly* 



Plan for clean up is to remove as much contaminated snow as possible. Once contaminated 
snow is removed, they will proceed with hot water washes to remove oil from frozen tundra 



Alaska Department of Environmental Conservation (ADEC) , Wes Ghormley arrived at site 
yesterday and is on site today. 



James Short will follow up with pressure and flowrate of the pipeline, and developments 
through the day.

From the description, the line that leaked is a common line, meaning the combined flow of 
a number of wells, flowing with 3 phase flow, from the well site, to the Central 
Processing Facilities (CPF) .

DOT'S Highway Safety Office has drafted a letter for your signature, 
Janice said you had a few questions about it, so I did some research 



In 1990 Congress was considering a law requiring states to enact 
legislation revoking or suspending the driver's license of any person 
convicted of a drug offense. The legislation passed by the states would 
have to revoke or suspend the person's license even though the drug 
offense did not involve driving a car or motor vehicle. Congress 
attached financial penalties to Federal Highway funds for states that 
failed to comply. 



Many states were upset with the federal mandate and penalties. States 
pressured Congress for an exception. Finally, an exception was put into 

the bill. The exception applies if a states' legislature passed a 

1 
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resolution opposing the federal law and the Governor submits (annually) 
a letter stating opposition to the federal law. 

In Alaska, the legislature passed HCR 10 in 1993. HCR 10 expressed 
opposition to the federal law and was intended to preserve the State's 
right to decide which laws are most effective to battle illegal drug 
use. 



For the current fiscal year, the total possible federal sanction would 
be to withhold $21.3 million in National Highway and State 
Transportation construction funds. 



There is one statement in the draft letter from DOT that is a bit 
confusing. DOT is checking the language in the draft against the letter 
that was sent in last year. I should have a new draft for you to review 

tomorrow.

WASHINGTON - At Walter Reed Army Medical Center, 1st Lt. Elizabeth 
White- side listened last week as an Army prosecutor outlined the 
Criminal case against her. The charges; attempting suicide and 
Endangering the life of another soldier while serving in Iraq. 
Her hands trembled as Ma j . Stefan Wolfe, the prosecutor, argued that 
Whiteside, now a psychiatric outpatient at Walter Reed, should be 
Court-martialed.

I'm not here to play legal games," Col. George Brandt said angrily, 
According to a recording of the hearing.

In recent months, prodded by outrage over poor conditions at Walter 
Reed, the Army has made a highly publicized effort to improve 
Treatment of Iraq veterans and change a culture that stigmatizes 
Mental illness. 



But outside the Pentagon, the military still often deals with mental 
Health issues by relying on the judgment of combat -hardened 
Commanders whose understanding of mental illness is vague or 
Misinformed. The stigma around psychological wounds still can be seen 
In the' smallest of Army policies. While family members of Soldiers 
Recovering at Walter Reed from physical injuries are provided free 
Lodging and a per diem to care for their loved ones, families of 
Psychiatric outpatients usually have to pay their own way. 



"It's a disgrace," said Tom Whiteside, a former Marine and retired 
Federal law enforcement officer who lost his free housing after his 
Daughter's* physical wounds had healed enough that she could be moved 
To the psychiatric ward, A charity organization, the Yellow Ribbon 
Fund, provides him with an apartment near Walter Reed so he can be 
Near his daughter. 



Under military law, Soldiers who attempt suicide can be prosecuted 
Under the theory that it affects the order and discipline of a unit 
And brings discredit to the armed forces. In reality, criminal 
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Charges are extremely rare unless there is evidence the attempt was 
An effort to avoid service or endangered others . 

Elizabeth Whiteside almost accepted the Army's offer to resign in 
Lieu of court-martial. But it meant she would have to explain for the 
Rest of her life why she was not given an honorable discharge. Her 
Attorney also believed she would have been left without the medical 
Care and benefits. No decision has yet been made on whether 
Whiteside's case will proceed to court-martial.

The DC Office has advised that when the Senate passed HR 3997 last 
month, it stripped out some language several states (including Alaska) 
supported related to veterans mortgage bonds . 



Specific to Alaska, language was stripped out that would have raised the 
federal cap on the amount of tax exempt veterans mortgage bonds that 
could be issued by the Alaska Housing Finance Corporation. AHFC ! s 
veterans mortgage program is in danger of running out of funds for 
lending if Congress does not increase the cap. 



Several other states are in a similar position or have other language 
changes they want Congress to pass into law. The House Ways and Means 
Committee is planning to try and force the Senate to consider the bill 
again with the provisions back in it.

Governor : 

DOT'S Highway Safety Office has drafted a letter for your signature. Janice said you had 
a few questions about it, so I did some research. 



In 1990 Congress was considering a law requiring states to enact legislation revoking or 
suspending the driver's license of any person convicted of a drug offense. The 
legislation passed by the states would have to revoke or suspend the person's license even 
though the drug offense did not involve driving a car or motor vehicle. Congress attached 
financial penalties to Federal Highway funds for states that failed to comply. 



Many states were upset with the federal mandate and penalties. States pressured Congress 
for an exception. Finally, an exception was put into the bill. The exception applies if 
a states' legislature passed a resolution opposing the federal law and the Governor 
submits (annually) a letter stating opposition to the federal law. 



In Alaska, the legislature passed HCR 10 in 1993. HCR 10 expressed opposition to the 
federal law and was intended to preserve the State's right to decide which laws are most 
effective to battle illegal drug use. 



For the current fiscal year, the total possible federal sanction would be to withhold 
$21.3 million in National Highway and State Transportation construction funds. 



There is one statement in the draft letter from DOT that is a bit confusing. DOT is 
checking the language in the draft against the letter that was sent in last year. I 
should have a new draft for you to review tomorrow.

I had breakfast with about 7 returning "wounded warriors" of the 4 th Brigade at Fort 
Richardson. Because most of them are in treatment for their wounds in other medical facilities 
they have been reassigned out of this Fort Rich unit to the medical facility but I learned the 
importance of closure for these soldiers; hence, the YMCA and others helped fund their trips 
back to Ft. Rich for the ceremony tomorrow. They are burn victims, amputees, brain injured, 
etc. In any event, I wanted to ask you to include something in your speech about these soldiers 
and their families so I stopped in to talk with Kris P. She said you already had your speech and 
that you were probably editing it so I'll just give you something you can consider copying into 
yourspeech:

Since you likely already have enough to cover in three minutes or less, I didn't want to provide 
more than a line or two. But if you want to add more about the wounded— only some of whom 
will be present— when I spoke this morning I not only said the above but I added a personal 
note to the men gathered— I let them know that what made them men (what made them 
soldiers) wasn't lost when they were injured, for that's a matter of the heart. That's where 
courage springs from and that's where dreams are born. I closed by telling them it was time to 
dream again. (One had told me his dream of getting a college education to become a teacher 
now that he was going to have to leave the Army. Another told me he wanted to go to college 
and earn a business degree and some day own a small business.) Just some thoughts for 
you— have a great night and HI see you tomorrow.

I am pleased to report that none of the anti-Alaska policy riders described below and 
in my memorandum of October 9th has apparently been included in the omnibus 
appropriations bill currently under consideration by Congress. 

I would like to say that the absence of these riders is due to the efforts of your DC 

office. Hopefully, our advocacy was a factor. However, full disclosure compels me to 
say that the biggest factors were the anti-rider stance of the Bush 
administration and the procedural situation in Congress which made it difficult to 
include riders in the omnibus bill. 

The riders (or threats of riders) would have - 

• Required that Alaska return federal highway funds for the Gravina Island and 
Knik Arm Bridges 

• Restricted oil and gas leasing in NPR-A and North Aleutian Basin 

• Prohibited the use of federal funds to build new roads in the roadless areas of 
the Tongass National Forest, thereby sharply restricting timber harvest. 

• Restricted Alaska's wolf management program 

• Limited claims of access under RS2477 

• Prohibited the importation of polar bear parts from Canada, thereby 
jeopardizing polar bear management in Northern Canada. 

Other anti-Alaska initiatives, such as additional wilderness in the Tongass and the 
Coastal Plain of ANWR, never came up in the appropriations process. However, with 
a new President and Congress, we can expect these to reemerge in the future.

When Achieve's American Diploma Project 
(ADP) Network was founded at the 2005 
National Education Summit, only two states 
(Texas and Arkansas) had graduation 
requirements rigorous enough to prepare 
students for success in college and careers. The 
governors and state education leaders who 
helped start the ADP Network recognized that if 
they wanted their graduates to be able to 
compete for college and jobs in a "flat world" 
their 20th century education standards were no 
longer good enough. They also understood the 
power of collaborating with and learning from 
each other as they raised expectations. 
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Nowhere has the power of collective state 

action been more apparent than In the rapid 

adoption by states of rigorous college and 

career ready graduation requirements. What began as two states just under 

three years ago now stands at 17, with Louisiana and Arizona taking action to 

raise their graduation requirements just this month. For a state by state 

comparison of the new requirements, go here . 

Each of the states that have put new requirements in place has faced a series of 
difficult decisions in designing and implementing its graduation policy. In which 
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subject areas should the state establish requirements and how challenging should 
those requirements be? Should the new requirements be mandatory for all 
students or should there be an opt- out provision? How will the state ensure that 
courses with the same name are taught in a consistently rigorous manner across 
the state? What are the implications for career and technical education or other 
non traditional curricular pathways? The list goes on. 

In order to help states navigate these issues, Achieve held a strategy session for 
ADP states earlier this year. We invited leaders from states who had already 
raised graduation requirements to attend so they could share their experiences 
and lessons learned with states that were planning action. The dynamics and the 
ideas that emerged were powerful. 

As an outgrowth of that meeting, Achieve has developed a policy brief entititled, 
"Aligning High School Graduation Requirements with the Real World: A Road Map 
for States." (Download it here .) The Road Map addresses the most frequently 
cited challenges of policy design as well as strategies for implementation, 
communication and coalition building. It draws heavily on the experience of early 
adopter states. 

Raising graduation requirements is no panacea. It brings numerous capacity 
challenges to the fore, from finding enough qualified math and science teachers 
to ensuring students receive the support they need to succeed. But that is exactly 
the point. Setting the bar so that all students graduate from high school prepared 
for the real world is an important first step in addressing and resolving these 
critical issues. Once the bar is set, it enables all of the leaders in the state, in 
districts and in schools to focus on what really matters: doing what it takes to 
help students succeed. 



New from Achieve 

ADP Mathematics Backmapped Benchmarks 

Achieve has mapped out what students need to know and be able to do in 
mathematics in grades K-12, seamlessly connecting the expectations throughout 
the grades with those for the end of high school. These benchmarks outline a 
progression of mathematics content that, if followed, will ensure that students 
master the content needed to be successful in college and work. More... 

Policy Brief on Interim Assessments 

School districts increasingly see interim assessments as an important element in 
their instructional improvement strategy and are implementing interim 
assessments district-wide in multiple grades and content areas. Yet, they face 
significant design and implementation challenges to realizing the potential of 
interim assessments to improve teaching and learning. The Aspen Institute 
Education and Society Program and Achieve, Inc. partnered with the National 
Center for the Improvement of Educational Assessment to develop a policy brief 
on the role of interim assessments in a comprehensive assessment system. The 
goals are to clarify how interim assessments fit into the landscape of formative 
assessment and to offer recommendations to districts on the appropriate use of 
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interim assessments as part of a broader assessment system. The brief is 
informed by conversations with the Aspen Institute Urban Superintendents 
Network and the affiliated Dana Center-Achieve Urban Mathematics Leaders 
Network.

Common Algebra II Test Update 

The end-of-course Algebra II exam is the largest effort a group of states has ever 
undertaken to develop a common assessment based on common standards. Nine 
ADP Network states - Arkansas, Indiana, Kentucky, Maryland, Massachusetts, 
New Jersey, Ohio, Pennsylvania and Rhode Island - formed the consortium 
initially and a number of other states are in the process of joining. The first field 
test of the Algebra II exam occurred in October. An additional field test will be 
held in February 2008. First operational administration of the test will occur in 
May 2008. A fact sheet that answers frequently asked questions is available, 
including information on the core test content and how states can become 
members of the consortium. More... 



Louisiana and Arizona Increase 
Graduation Requirements 

In early December the Louisiana Board 
of Elementary and Secondary 
Education approved college- and 
career-ready graduation requirements. 
The revision to Bulletin 741, the 
Louisiana Handbook for School 
Administrators, will increase the 
Carnegie credits needed to earn a 
diploma from 23 to 24 by requiring a 
fourth year of math, including Algebra 
II, for high school graduation. 
Beginning with incoming freshman in 
2008-09, all students automatically will 
be enrolled in the Louisiana Core 4 
Curriculum, which includes four units 
each of English, math, science, and 
social studies; one unit of visual arts, 
performing arts, or Fine Arts Survey; 
and two units of foreign language or 
speech courses. These revisions are 
the result of recommendations from 
the Louisiana High School Redesign 
Commission, a statewide collaborative 
effort of the Department of Education, 
the Board of Elementary and 
Secondary Education, the Board of 
Regents and the Governor's Office. 

At its meeting on December 10, the 
Arizona State Board of Education 
raised its graduation requirements, 
bringing the total number of states

The class of 2013 must earn 22 credits 
to graduate high school.

New Resources 



The National Assessment of Educational Progress (NAEP) released the 
results of the 2007 reading and mathematics assessments, known as the 
Trial Urban District Assessments, orTUDAs. These assessments were 
given earlier this year to 4th- and 8th-grade students at eleven urban 
school districts at the same time as national- and state-level assessments. 
The study compares students 1 scores against the average nationally and 
the averages of students in other large central cities (population 
>250,000). Key findings show that national NAEP trends in 4th and 8th 
grade math and reading scores were similarly observed among the urban 
districts tested. 

o The national average for 4th grade NAEP math scores increased 
from 2003 to 2007. Eight urban districts saw a similar increase, 
three saw no change. 

o The national average for 8th grade NAEP math scores increased 
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from 2003 to 2007. All eleven urban districts saw a similar increase. 

o The national average for 4th grade NAEP reading scores increased 
from 2003 to 2007. Ten urban districts saw a similar increase, one 
saw no change. 

o The national average for 8th grade NAEP reading scores remained 
constant from 2003 to 2007. Seven urban districts saw a similar 
stagnation, three saw an increase, 

Detailed statistics about particular districts show some areas where 
achievement gaps are being closed. The full TUDA report gives examples. 

The American Institutes for Research (AIR) 
has issued a report entitled, "Chance Favors 
the Prepared Mind: Mathematics and Science 
Indicators for Comparing States and Nations." 
It compares the mathematics and science 
skills of 8th-grade students in each of the 50 
states, D.C., and U.S. Department of Defense 
schools with those of their counterparts 
around the world and provides international 
benchmarks to help states see how their 
students are doing within an international 
context. 

"More than a century ago Louis Pasteur 

revealed the secret to invention and 

innovation when he said 'chance favors the 

prepared mind'. The take away message from this report is that the 

United States is loosing the race to prepare the minds of the future 

generation," says Dr. Gary Phillips, a chief scientist at AIR and report 

author. 

According to the study, students in Singapore and several other Asian 
countries significantly outperform U.S. students, even those in high- 
achieving states. Download the report... 

The Program for International Student Assessment (PISA) results are in. 
PISA is an assessment that focuses on 15-year-olds' capabilities in reading 
literacy, mathematics literacy, and science literacy. In the U.S., this age 
corresponds largely to grade 9 and 10 students. It is coordinated by the 
Organization for Economic Cooperation and Development (OECD), an 
intergovernmental organization of industrialized countries. In 2006, fifty- 
seven jurisdictions participated in PISA, including 30 OECD jurisdictions 
and 27 non-OECD jurisdictions. The results show the average combined 
science literacy scale score for U.S. students to be lower than the OECD 
average. U.S. students scored lower on science literacy than their peers in 
16 of the other 29 OECD jurisdictions and 6 of the 27 non-OECD 
jurisdictions. Twenty-two jurisdictions (5 OECD jurisdictions and 17 non- 
OECD jurisdictions) reported lower scores compared to the U.S. in science 
literacy. 

On the mathematics literacy scale, U.S. students scored lower than the 
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OECD average. Thirty-one jurisdictions (23 OECD jurisdictions and 8 non- 
OECD jurisdictions) scored higher on average, than the U.S. in 
mathematics literacy in 2006. In contrast, 20 jurisdictions (4 OECD 
jurisdictions and 16 non-OECD jurisdictions) scored lower than the U.S. in 
mathematics literacy in 2006. 

Administered every three years, PISA includes measures of general or 
cross-curricular competencies, such as learning strategies, and 
emphasizes skills that students have acquired as they near the end of 
mandatory schooling. PISA 2000 focused on reading literacy, PISA 2003 
focused on mathematics literacy, and PISA 2006 focused on science 
literacy. More...

A draft letter is attached for your review. The deadline for submitting the letter is 
this Friday. Please let me know if you have any edits or questions. 



BACKGROUND 



The Federal Department of Homeland Security's Bureau of Customs and Border Protection is 
proposing a change in how it interprets the Passenger Vessel Services Act. ( W PVSA") 



Currently, the PVSA is interpreted to allow foreign flagged cruise ships to leave from a 
U.S. port on a cruise, continue on the cruise with passengers disembarking at several U.S. 
ports, and then stop briefly at a foreign port (usually Vancouver for cruises to Alaska) 
before returning to the U.S. port they left from. (Nearly all cruise ships operating in 
Alaska are foreign flagged) 



The proposed change in how the PVSA is interpreted would require foreign flagged cruise 
ships to: 



1)

and 



Stop at the foreign port for at least 48 hours; 

Spend more than 50% of the total time spent at U.S. ports at the foreign port;

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3) Allow passengers to go ashore at the foreign port. 

If the proposed changes apply to Alaska, it would have a severe impact on the ability of 
cruise lines to offer trips to Alaska with stops at multiple ports as they do now. This 
would affect the number of passengers willing to take an Alaska cruise. There would also 
be impacts to the state's revenue from the cruise ship gambling tax, cruise ship income 
tax, the head taxes that go to municipalities, sales taxes to municipalities from 
purchases by passengers and crew onshore, and lost revenue to hundreds of Alaska 
businesses that rely on tourism. 



POINTS MADE IN THE LETTER 



The draft letter basically makes two points, First, the notice of the proposed change 
does not expressly apply to Alaska, so we are asking the federal agency to clarify the 
scope of the rule changes. Second, if the agency says the changes would apply to Alaska, 
we are asking the agency to delay the changes until it has performed a thorough review of 
the impacts to the State, municipalities, and Alaska businesses and then given everyone 
time to submit comments.

These 
are not my opinion, these are facts agreed upon by all. My question is, knowing how poorly 
the service is doing presently, why is the proposed budget not being developed to fix the 
existing problems, support 

current operations, and provide for the already publicized major expenditures required to 
provide the service in the future? I am a disabled veteran, and the ferry is my only means 
of transportation to shop in Juneau. Since I live on a fixed income, I must shop very 
carefully and within a strict budget. So shopping in Juneau, making bulk purchases, is the 
only way I can afford many of my daily use items . I cannot take these items on Alaska 
Airlines, so the ferry is my only other available option. Since service cuts have already 
decimated Sitka to Juneau (or Sitka to anywhere, for that matter) service, how can I 
expect to stay in Sitka and survive? Tourists will not be able to visit as much, I cannot 
make it to medical appts, I cannot visit anyone, vehicles cannot be transported to 
Sitka, . . . the list goes on and on. Why is a basic service to Alaskans being allowed to be 
discontinued like this? Please, begging is not pretty, but sometim.es necessary. Cutting 
basic services, while banking 

record budget surpluses sickens me. Plea! 
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se don't do it anymore. Please help. Thank you

Governor: 

A draft letter is attached for your review. The deadline for submitting the letter is this Friday. Please let me know 
if you have any edits or questions. 

BACKGROUND 

The Federal Department of Homeland Security's Bureau of Customs and Border Protection is proposing a change 
in how it interprets the Passenger Vessel Services Act. ("PVSA") 

Currently, the PVSA is interpreted to allow foreign flagged cruise ships to leave from a U.S. port on a cruise, 
continue on the cruise with passengers disembarking at several U.S. ports, and then stop briefly at a foreign port 
(usually Vancouver for cruises to Alaska) before returning to the U.S. port they left from. (Nearly all cruise ships 
operating in Alaska are foreign flagged) 

The proposed change in how the PVSA is interpreted would require foreign flagged cruise ships to: 

1 ) Stop at the foreign port for at least 48 hours; 

2) Spend more than 50% of the total time spent at U.S. ports at the foreign port; and 

3) Allow passengers to go ashore at the foreign port 

If the proposed changes apply to Alaska, it would have a severe impact on the ability of cruise lines to offer trips 
to Alaska with stops at multiple ports as they do now. This would affect the number of passengers willing to take 
an Alaska cruise. There would also be impacts to the state's revenue from the cruise ship gambling tax, cruise 
ship income tax, the head taxes that go to municipalities, sales taxes to municipalities from purchases by 
passengers and crew onshore, and lost revenue to hundreds of Alaska businesses that rely on tourism. 

POINTS MADE IN THE LETTER 

The draft letter basically makes two points. First, the notice of the proposed change does not expressly apply to 
Alaska, so we are asking the federal agency to clarify the scope of the rule changes. Second, if the agency says 
the changes would apply to Alaska, we are asking the agency to delay the changes until it has performed a 
thorough review of the impacts to the State, municipalities, and Alaska businesses and then given everyone time 
to submit comments.

The Interstate Oil and Gas Compact Commission (IOGCC) announced today that it will fight 
to restore funding cut by the passage of a Congressional spending package provision that 
will reduce states' share of revenues from federal oil and gas production. 

The provision reallocates funding from a current 50-50 split of federal oil and gas 
revenues to a 48-52 percent split. This results in a 2 percent reduction of federal oil 
and gas revenue income to the states - and an unjustified 2 percent increase in revenue to 
the federal government .

Governor , 



Just wanted you to be aware of what we were doing Friday when UAA releases phase 1 of the 
Alaska Elections Security Project. I gave Kris P. and Mike T. a heads up yesterday on 
this. Shouldn't be any bombshells. We're being proactive about ensuring elections 
security. Last summer I asked the University to take an independent look at our elections 
technology and the processes/procedures employed. UAA completed its initial look and will 
provide a more in depth review in Phase II , across the next three months. My intent with 
the Division is to implement recommendations in time for 2008 elections. 

What UAA found in this first phase was to them, \..in many ways re-assuring: Alaska's 
system has many features that improve security. Those include paper back ups for 
electronic counts, cross checking of vote counts in different locations, and a centralized 
system for state and federal elections throughout Alaska." (In other states, counties use 
their own patchwork of different procedures.) 

A number of vulnerabilities have also been identified... For example, the scanners and 
touch screens ^sleep over" with election workers in remote locations because the machines 
are flown in ahead of time to Bush villages. The Division has procedures for multiple 
people to check the accuracy of the starting count (set to zero) before polling begins, 
paper copies of votes are kept, and other procedures maintained to ensure the integrity of 
the process, but the University will delve deeper into whether other layers of safeguards 
are needed. In Phase II, UAA will continue to examine the technology (scanners/touch 
screens) used and make recommendations for improving elections security.

A draft letter is attached for your review. The deadline for submitting the letter is 
this Friday.

BACKGROUND 



The Federal Department of Homeland Security's Bureau of Customs and Border Protection is 
proposing a change in how it interprets the Passenger Vessel Services Act. ("PVSA") 



Currently, the PVSA is interpreted to allow foreign flagged cruise ships to leave from a 
U.S. port on a cruise, continue on the cruise with passengers disembarking at several U.S. 
ports, and then stop briefly at a foreign port (usually Vancouver for cruises to Alaska) 
before returning to the U.S. port they left from. (Nearly all cruise ships operating in 
Alaska are foreign flagged) 

The proposed change in how the PVSA is interpreted would require foreign flagged cruise 
ships to:

Stop at the foreign port for at least 48 hours;

If the proposed changes apply to Alaska, it would have a severe impact on the ability of 
cruise lines to offer trips to Alaska with stops at multiple ports as they do now. This 
would affect the number of passengers willing to take an Alaska cruise. There would also 
be impacts to the state's revenue from the cruise ship gambling tax, cruise ship income 
tax, the head taxes that go to municipalities, sales taxes to municipalities from 
purchases by passengers and crew onshore, and lost revenue to hundreds of Alaska 
businesses that rely on tourism. 



POINTS MADE IN THE LETTER 



The draft letter basically makes two points. First, the notice of the proposed change 
does not expressly apply to Alaska, so we are asking the federal agency to clarify the 
scope of the rule changes. Second, if the agency says the changes would apply to Alaska, 
we are asking the agency to delay the changes until it has performed a thorough review of 
the impacts to the State, municipalities, and Alaska businesses and then given everyone 
time to submit comments.

I just spoke with Erika. She did not bring up the question of cooperation with the 
Congressional delegation, thus it would still be useful to have that discussion at a later 
date. My conversation was fairly short, as she did seem to be on a tight deadline, and 
she was mainly interested in the nature of the brief the State was preparing. I briefly 
described to her the history of the state's involvement in the private plaintiff punitive 
damage claim by way of prelude to telling her that we were new to this particular 
discussion and therefore still developing the brief. I then told her that in general we 
anticipated the brief would include a discussion of the legal issues enumerated by the 
Supreme Court as well as address Exxon's view that the payments it had made to the 
Governments for fines, penalties and damages somehow meant that it should not have to pay 
punitive damages. She asked if there was any particular legal issue that concerned us and 
I mentioned the second issue, the supposed preemptive effect of the Clean Water Act on 
common law punitive damages.

Governor, 

Just wanted you to be aware of what we were doing Friday when UAA releases phase 1 of the 
Alaska Elections Security Project. I gave Kris P. and Mike T. a heads up yesterday on this. 
Shouldn't be any bombshells. We're being proactive about ensuring elections security. Last 
summer I asked the University to take an independent look at our elections technology and the 
processes/procedures employed. UAA completed its initial look and will provide a more in 
depth review in Phase II, across the next three months. My intent with the Division is to 
implement recommendations in time for 2008 elections. 

What UAA found in this first phase was to them, "...in many ways re-assuring: Alaska's system 
has many features that improve security. Those include paper back ups for electronic counts, 
cross checking of vote counts in different locations, and a centralized system for state and 
federal elections throughout Alaska." (In other states, counties use their own patchwork of 
different procedures.) 

A number of vulnerabilities have also been identified.... For example, the scanners and touch 
screens "sleep over" with election workers in remote locations because the machines are flown 
in ahead of time to Bush villages. The Division has procedures for multiple people to check the 
accuracy of the starting count (set to zero) before polling begins, paper copies of votes are 
kept, and other procedures maintained to ensure the integrity of the process, but the University 
will delve deeper into whether other layers of safeguards are needed. In Phase II, UAA will 
continue to examine the technology (scanners/touch screens) used and make 
recommendations for improving elections security.

STAFFING SHORTAGE. Bethel Police staffing has reached crisis levels. 



After a call from a concerned Bethel resident, I talked with the Alaska State Troopers and 
the acting Chief of the Bethel Police Department, Andre Achee (uh-shay) . 



CURRENT CRISIS. Normally, BPD is staffed at 14 patrol officers. 



But as of Monday, BPD will be down to three police officers, who will be working 12 hours 
a day, seven days a week. The staff of three includes Acting Chief Achee, who says he's

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proud of his co-workers. As the staffing dwindles, none have called in sick. But Achee 
wonders how long they can continue to work these marathon shifts without major burnout. 
The animal control officer has also heen asked to help with police calls. 



One of the three remaining officers is slated to leave in March, so the department could 
be down to two officers if no replacements are hired. 



REQUESTS FOR ASSISTANCE. BPD has turned to the Alaska State Troopers. Deputy Public 
Safety Commissioner John Glass says AST will continue its standing policy of providing 
assistance in emergencies and in life- threatening cases. AST has also been helping BPD 
investigate several recent homicides. 



Lt. Jeffery Laughlin, who oversees AST recruitment, has been asked to refer qualified 
candidates to BPD. While this may help, most of these candidates did not have enough 
experience to be hired by the Troopers, so they may not meet Bethel's needs. 



BPD has also requested manpower assistance from the Association of Village Council 
Presidents, which oversees the regional Village Public Safety Officer program. So far, 
no decisions have been made. 



CAUSE OF CRISIS. This predicament didn't happen overnight. But the acting chief says, 
in his eighteen years on the Bethel police force, he's never seen staffing sink this low. 
Nationally, there's a law enforcement officer shortage, so it's extremely hard for a 
community like Bethel to compete. Its salaries are low, but the workload is high. Two 
officers recently took jobs in Fairbanks for more pay and less demanding duties. The 
former chief just took a job with the Wasilla Police Department. Since the chief's 
position is salaried, he will likely earn more as a Wasilla patrol officer - and won't 
have to deal with the high volume of calls that BPD experiences. 



concerns. New Year's, one of the busiest days of the year for Bethel Police, is around 
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the comer. Temperatures have ranged from 10-20 below. Twice this week, search efforts 
for inebriates wandering out on the tundra have monopolized BPD's skeleton crew. Bethel 
also had a plane crash. Now that the Kuskokwim River has frozen, police also expect more 

traffic on the Ice Road - and this usually means more headaches for the department. 



OTHER OPTIONS. The acting chief says BPD is considering asking the Governor's Office to 
provide manpower via the Department of Military Affairs, until enough officers can be 
hired. One worry: most of the applicants are inexperienced and will require six months 
of Police Academy training, so it may be six to nine months before more officers are on 
the ground. BPD is also looking to fill gaps with retired officers, hired on a contract 
basis. 



LACK OF CITY COUNCIL SUPPORT. BPD has had a tough time getting its City Council behind 
it. Alcohol has historically been a divisive issue. State Troopers in Bethel tell us 
the staffing problem is chronic, but agree it's never been this bad - and AST's heavy 
workload will likely increase with BPD's requests for assistance. A few years ago, AST 
Sgt. Perry Barr, lead the push for an alcohol distribution center, to help control the 
supply of illegal alcohol. But this effort tanked. Barr believes it might have made a 
difference. 



BETHEL & ALCOHOL. Bethel is classified as a "damp" community. Alcohol can be imported, 
but not sold. Even so, Sgt. Barr says Bethel's alcohol consumption is very high. City 
collects taxes on alcohol bought outside Bethel. It puts the value of alcohol headed for 
Bethel at 1.5 million a year. 



SHORT TERM ACTION. I recommend that the Governor call Chief Achee and thank him and his 
staff for remaining on the job under such difficult conditions. Certainly, under their 
current workload, they will not be able to enjoy their holidays. Sgt. Barr says some 
good could come out of this crisis. The community is putting pressure on the council and 
the city administration to give BPD the support it needs to keep the town safe. Chief 
Andre Achee: 543-3781 



LONG TERM SOLUTIONS. This is yet another example of how Rural Alaska's alcohol epidemic 
costs everyone. No previous administration has truly taken this on as a cause. Alcohol 
is the elephant in the room. It's an unpopular issue, but it begs for a comprehensive 
approach, with a quid pro quo component — to encourage communities to do the right thing. 
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Governor Palin's trip to New Stuyahok signaled that this governor has a desire to offer 
meaningful solutions. As I grow into this job, I will continue to explore the 
possibilities and look for ways for the Governor to inspire communities to seek change. 
We need to find ways to offer the right kinds of carrots to encourage communities to 
actively seek wellness .

In November of 1919, President Wpodrow Wilson issued his Armistice Day 
proclamation. The last paragraph set the tone for future observances: 

"To us in America, the reflections of Armistice Day will be filled 
with solemn pride in the heroism of those who died in the country's 
service and with gratitude for the victory, both because of the thing 
from which it has freed us and because of the opportunity it has given

He had 
memories, haunting memories, and he had a mission and that mission was 
the foundation of the Vietnam Veterans of America "Never again will one 
generation of veterans abandon another." 

A new generation is presently continuing the fight for liberty, freedom 
and the American way. Please take the time to welcome home a service 
member and honor a vet. Don't let this generation of soldiers be 
forgotten for their sacrifices.

UPDATE: Lawmaker To Seek BP Alaska Record After Critic Letter

LONDON (Dow Jones)- -A U.S. congressman said late Thursday he wants to obtain BP PLC's (BP) 
incident log book concerning a fire at its Alaska operation, after a critic's letter said 
subsequent repairs were more extensive than publicly known. 

The congressional request could be another headache for the British oil giant, which is 
still reeling from a part shutdown and the discovery of heavy corrosion at its Alaska 
giant oil field, Prudhoe Bay, as well as a deadly blast at a Texas refinery. 

In a letter sent this week to George Miller, D. -Calif., chairman of the U.S. House of 
Representative's Education and Labor Committee, BP critic Charles Hamel said repairs 
needed following an Aug. 6 fire at its Alaska operations were more extensive than publicly 
disclosed. 

A spokesman for Miller said, "We continue to be concerned with safety issues at BP*s 
Prudhoe Bay facility. We are preparing a request for the daily log" of operations at the 
facility where the fire took place. 

In addition, Hamel said members of a BP external board were steered away from the damaged 
area - even though the board was specifically hired to oversee the way BP deals with 
operational challenges. 

A BP spokesman refused to comment on the assertions contained in the letter. 

However, he said, "In addition to being thoroughly investigated by BP, the Aug. 6 turbine 
fire... was investigated by the state fire marshall and by the state petroleum systems 
integrity office." 

The fire, described as small by a Dow Jones Newswires report at the time, was one of five 
such incidents reported by BP between early August and early October at its Alaska fields. 

Hamel, who has passed information about safety issues at BP's Alaska operations to the 
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media for many years, told Dow Jones Newswires that the alleged lack of public disclosure 
is only "the tip of the iceberg" and that more issues may surface regarding safety at BP's 
Alaska operations. 

As the head of the House committee overseeing workers 1 safety, Miller has kept closed tabs 
on BP's Alaska problems. This summer, the lawmaker said he was looking into allegations 
that BP had allowed nearly double the amount of compressed natural gas to build up in a 
processing facility, potentially putting workers in the vicinity at risk in event of an 
explosion.

LONDON (Dow Jones) --A U.S. congressman said late Thursday he wants to obtain BP PLC's (BP) 
incident log book concerning a fire at its Alaska operation, after a critic's letter said 
subsequent repairs were more extensive than publicly known. 

The congressional request could be another headache for the British oil giant, which is 
still reeling from a part shutdown and the discovery of heavy corrosion at its Alaska 
giant oil field, Prudhoe Bay, as well as a deadly blast at a Texas refinery. 

In a letter sent this week to George Miller, D. -Calif., chairman of the U.S. House of 

Representative's Education and Labor Committee, BP critic Charles Hamel said repairs 

needed following an Aug. 6 fire at its Alaska operations were more extensive than publicly 
disclosed. 

A spokesman for Miller said, "We. continue to be concerned with safety issues at BP's 
Prudhoe Bay facility. We are preparing a request for the daily log" of operations at the 
facility where the fire took place. 

In addition, Hamel said members of a BP external board were steered away from the damaged 
area - even though the board was specifically hired to oversee the way BP deals with 
operational challenges. 

A BP spokesman refused to comment on the assertions contained in the letter. 

However, he said, "in addition to being thoroughly investigated by BP, the Aug. 6 turbine 
fire... was investigated by the state fire marshall and by the state petroleum systems 
integrity office." 

The fire, described as small by a Dow Jones Newswires report at the time, was one of five 
such incidents reported by BP between early August and early October at its Alaska fields . 

Hamel, who has passed information about safety issues at BP's Alaska operations to the 
media for many years, told Dow Jones Newswires that the alleged lack of public disclosure 
is only "the tip of the iceberg" and that more issues may surface regarding safety at BP' 
Alaska operations .

As the head of the House committee overseeing workers' safety, Miller has kept closed tabs 
on BP's Alaska problems. This summer, the lawmaker said he was looking into allegations 
that BP had allowed nearly double the amount of compressed natural gas to build up in a 
processing facility, potentially putting workers in the vicinity at risk in event of an 
explosion.

GROWTH MODEL EXPANSION 

In a December 7 letter to Chief State School Officers 

(http://www.edgov/poHcy/ekec/gdd/seclettet/071207.htmI) < Secretary Spellings offered states an 
opportunity to submit proposals that incorporate growth models into their current accountability 
system. Such models allow states to receive credit for improving individual students' performance 
over time but retain the No Chi/d Left Behind principles of annual assessment, disaggregation of data, 
and grade-level proficiency for all students by 2014. To date, nine states have been approved to 
implement their models under a pilot program established in November 2005. However, the pilot 
was capped at 10 states. Now, based on the promising results of the pilot, the Secretary is opening 
eligibility to all qualified states. "As I have consistendy stated during our reauthorization 
discussions, I believe that growth models promote two important goals," she noted. "First, growth 
models allow states another effective way of measuring Adequate Yearly Progress (AYP). . . . 
Second, these models continue to expand the flexibility available to states under No Child Left 
Behind" The approval process will be similar to the process the agency used for the past two years. 
Proposals are due by February 1, Department officials will conduct an initial review of each 
proposal to make sure the growth model meets seven core principles and the state is making 
progress in specific areas. If the agency has any questions about a state's proposal, it will contact the 
state by February 15 and ask the state to respond by March 14. Then, those proposals determined 
to have met requirements will be forwarded to a team of peer reviewers, who will meet during the 
week of April 14-18. The Secretary anticipates reaching a final decision by mid-May. FOR MORE

TRANSFORMING HIGHER EDUCATION 

On December 18, Secretary Spellings addressed a regular meeting of the National Advisory Committee on 
Institutional Quality and Integrity (NACIQ1), the appointed body that advises the Secretary on matters 
related to accreditation and to the eligibility and certification process for institutions of higher education. 
She used the forum to underscore the importance of transparency across higher education and to stress the 
need to supply valuable information about colleges and universities so students and parents can make 
informed decisions. "By law, student learning is a core part of accreditation," she explained. 
"Unfortunately, students are often the least informed and the last to be considered. Accreditation remains 
one of the least publicized, least transparent parts of higher education, even compared to our Byzantine and 
bewildering financial aid system. Most students don't know that different types of accreditation exist until 
they encounter hurdles. Every year, millions repeat coursework because their credentials don't transfer." In 
calling for changes, the Secretary emphasized she would never work to undermine the diversity or excellence 
of America's system of higher education. "Every institution has its own unique strengths and attributes," 
she said. "But, on behalf of consumers -- be they students, families, or institutions -- we have the right and 
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the responsibility to ask for more and better information." (In the fall, to assist this process, the 
Department awarded a $2.45 million grant to help institutions measure student achievement.) "If we do our 
jobs well, students will be able to base their actions on a more full understanding of their options," she 
concluded. "Policymakers will be better able to assure taxpayers that institutions receiving their support are 
reputable and effective. Governors and state legislators will be better able to direct their resources. 
Employers will be better able to see that graduates are prepared to do their jobs. And, university leaders will 
be better able to refine and improve their offerings."

MONITORING THE FUTURE 

The annual Monitoring the Future survey of U.S. secondary students, conducted since 1975, finds alcohol, 
tobacco, and illicit drug use by American teenagers continues to fall overall. In fact, since 2001, use of 
alcohol (including binge drinking) and cigarette smoking have decreased by 15% and 33%, respectively, 
while use of any illicit drug has dropped by 24%. Moreover, use of marijuana, still the most widely used 
illicit drug, dropped by 25%. On the other hand, prescription drug abuse remains a serious issue (use of 
Oxycontin increased by 30% from 2002 to 2007), and attitudes toward ecstasy use have softened (eighth- 
graders show a sharp erosion in perceived risk and disapproval).

The state Assembly on 
Monday approved the first 
phase of a $14.4-billion plan 
to extend medical insurance 
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because the incomes of women have risen as their participation in the 
workforce has grown dramatically; incomes of men have stagnated. The 
additional income from the second earner is essential to cover the rising 
cost of healthcare, energy, and childcare, among other things. 

Each of the traditional pathways to progress is littered with roadblocks, 
incomes are not rising; the historical link between greater productivity and 
higher wages has broken down. Personal savings in the United States is 
near record lows. From pre-school through high school, we are failing to 
prepare many for college and the workplace.

It would seek to enhance economic security and 
mobility for American workers by creating the conditions in which they 
could protect and improve their own health, education, incomes, and 
wealth. It would refocus our international economic policy on promoting 
decent work and higher living standards around the globe, helping to 
generate additional demand for American products and services, 
restoring American leadership, and ensuring that the rising tide produced 
by economic integration lifts all boats. Finally, CAP'S plan offers a 
responsible pro-growth fiscal policy that would value work and fairness 
and support necessary investments in our economic future while setting 
us on a course to reduce the debt as a share of GDP and ready 
ourselves for the additional demands of the aging baby boom generation. 

Restoring economic mobility for Americans, sustaining economic growth 
in a global economy, and combating global warming are great challenges, 
but America is up to the task. From sweatshops to segregation to the 
space race, the progressive commitment to fairness, human dignity, and 
what FDR called "bold, persistent experimentation" has driven our 
country to overcome obstacles as great as these we face today. 

Key Steps to Progressive Growth include: 

Accelerate America's transformation to a low-carbon economy. 

• Implement an economy-wide cap-and-trade program for 
greenhouse gases. 

• Dedicate cap-and-trade revenues to, first, offset energy costs for 
low- and moderate-income consumers and support the 
employees and communities of carbon-intensive firms, and 
second, invest in innovation and the transformation to a low- 
carbon economy. 

• Implement complementary policies to reduce emissions and 
increase energy efficiency in the transportation and electricity 
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sectors. 

• Create a White House National Energy Council to manage the 
transformation and ensure that the federal government leads the 

way. 

• Exercise global leadership, 

Spur innovation to sustain productivity growth and job creation. 

• Make significant new investments to stimulate innovation to 
address our nation's grand challenges and emerging 
opportunities. 

• Buiid a flexible, problem-solving workforce that includes more 
workers with world-class science, technology, engineering, and 

math skills. 

• Restore the integrity of American science. 

Rebuild the (adder of opportunity by restoring economic security and 
mobility. 

• Guarantee quality, affordable heafth care regardless of 
employment or life circumstance. 

• Expand access to effective education for our children and adult 
workers to ready the workforce for 21 st century jobs in the global 

innovation economy, 

• Make work pay and incomes keep pace with growth through the 
minimum wage, expansion of the Earned Income Tax Credit and 
Child Tax Credit, the right to organize, and reforms to 
unemployment msurance and adjustment assistance. 

• Provide greater opportunities to build and secure wealth through 
work, retirement savings, affordable and safe financial services, 

and home ownership. 

Create a virtuous circle of rising economic fortunes for a growing global 
middle class-future consumers of U.S. products and services. 

• Refocus the three main elements of our international economic 
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policy-trade, aid, and monetary policy-on achieving progressive 
growth around the globe. 

• Enlist all the international institutions-the International Labor 
Organization, the International Monetary Fund, the World Bank, 
the World Trade Organization, and regional multilateral 
development banks-in a coordinated strategy to promote decent 
work: quality jobs, fundamental rights at work, social protection, 
and social dialogue. 

• Support construction of the laws and institutions that will enable 
middle-income nations to share new growth widely within their 

populations. 

• Support low-income nations in meeting basic human needs, 
advancing decent work, moving more workers into the formal 
economy, eliminating trade barriers to their exports, and 
supporting the creation of trade-related infrastructure. 

Adopt a responsible fiscal policy to finance needed investments in 
national priorities. 

• Make needed investments in economic growth and restoring 
economic mobility. 

• Dedicate cap-and-trade revenues to ease the transition to a low- 
carbon economy and invest in policies to spur innovation and the 

energy transformation. 

• Adopt a tax system that is fair and rewards human capital by: 

o Rewarding work and wealth equally, 
o Expanding the Earned Income Tax Credit and Child Tax 
o Credit to help make work pay for low— income workers, 
o Providing tax breaks to employers and employees to 

encourage more investment in credentialed and portable 

education of adult workers, 
o Improving retirement security through matching 

contributions for lower-wage workers in a new Universal 

401 (k) plan, 
o Lifting the cap on which the employer pays social security 
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taxes while maintaining the employee cap. 
o Permanently reforming the estate tax so that only a tiny 

fraction of the wealthiest heirs would be subject, 
o Closing loopholes and improving tax enforcement. 
• Put America on course to reduce our debt as a share of our Gross 
Domestic Product. 

BEST PRACTICES 

Building on the foundations already laid by progressives, several states 
are taking action to promote progressive growth and transform their 
economies. California's state legislature has set high standards for low- 
carbon fuels. Massachusetts has adopted a universal health insurance 
program. Oregon has put in place strong unemployment laws. New 
Jersey has encouraged opportunity at all levels by continuing its support 
of universal preschool, beginning with children in iow-income school 
districts. Washington, a pioneer in minimum wage legislation since 1998, 
mandates the highest indexed minimum wage in the United States. And 
Indiana has launched a new effort to support lifelong learning for its 
nontraditional students. These cases highlight direct actions by states to 
promote progressive growth strategies that help build their economies 
and produce tangible benefits for their citizens. Here's a snapshot of each 
case in point: 

Clean Energy 

In January 2007, California Governor Arnold Schwarzenegger issued an 
executive order that established a revolutionary Low Carbon Fuel 
Standard. By 2020, this order will spur a 10 percent reduction m the 
carbon intensity of passenger vehicle fuels sold in California and help the 
state meet the greenhouse gas emission reduction mandate set by 
California's Global Warming Solutions Act of 2006. Left unchanged, the 
nation's current dependence on petroleum-based fuels would continue to 
contribute to climate change, rising levels of greenhouse gases, and a 
foreign oil-reliant national economy. The Low Carbon Fuel Standard will 
mandate specific reductions in the lifecycle greenhouse gas emissions of 
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transportation fuels sold in the state-at first, a 10 percent reduction in 
iifecycle emissions of passenger vehicle fuels by 2020. This standard is 
the first of its kind anywhere in the United States. As the world's 12th- 
largest source of carbon emissions, California stands to make a large 
impact with its new standards. 

Since the policy's unveiling, scientists and scholars at several California 
universities, including the University of California, Berkeley, have worked 
to translate this bold proposal into a concrete action plan. In August 2007, 
these scholars released the final elements of their report . Their plan calls 
for a phased emission reduction, a greater variety of available fuels, and 
a universal standard applied to all vehicles and fuels. 

The Low Carbon Fuel Standard is one of many innovative policy actions 
that California has taken to reduce energy consumption and emissions. 
Other measures have included efficiency mandates, decoupling electricity 
sales from profits, and passing a law to reduce vehicle tailpipe emissions. 

Social Safety Net 

Health care 

In April 2006, the Massachusetts state legislature approved the nation's 
first plan to mandate health coverage. With a population of 372.000 
uninsured residents, Massachusetts had a significant number of citizens 
to address. The legislation relied on three platforms to expand health 
coverage-a public health insurance program, the employer-sponsored 
insurance system, and individual responsibility. This three-pronged 
approach: 

• Expanded MassHealth (the Medicaid program) to cover all 
children living in families with incomes below 300 percent of the 
poverty level and to raise enrollment levels for individuals with 
disabilities and HIV/AIDS 

• Required employers with 1 1 or more workers to provide health 
insurance coverage by July 1 , 2007 or pay a $295 per employee 
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per year assessment 
• Required all individuals to have health insurance or pay a penalty. 
The plan also included several strategies to ensure that residents 
can meet their coverage obligation by purchasing affordable 
insurance. The Commonwealth Health Insurance Connector 
provides a mechanism for individuals and small businesses to 
purchase coverage, tn addition the Commonwealth Care program 
contracts with Medicaid-participating health plans and provides 
premium subsidies to ensure that lower-income residents can 
obtain coverage. Individuals with incomes below 150 percent of 
the poverty level are not required to pay premiums, and 
Commonwealth Care provides sliding-scale subsidies for those 
with incomes between 150 and 300 percent of the poverty level. 

This approach plays to the state's strengths, including a high level of 
employer-sponsored coverage-nearly 70 percent of Massachusetts' non- 
elderly population receives health coverage through employers-and the 
historically generous MassHealth program. Early implementation efforts 
have further demonstrated the effectiveness of this approach; 
MassHealth enrollment had increased by 53,000 individuals as of March,, 
2007, and nearly 80,000 adults had enrolled in subsidized 
Commonwealth Care plans by June 1, 2007. 

Massachusetts, though, is still grappling with some sticky questions, such 
as ensuring that all residents can access, comprehensive coverage and 
developing workable affordability standards. In addition, Massachusetts* 
unique position-with a high level of employer-sponsored insurance, 
generous preexisting Medicaid eligibility standards, and a financing pool 
that included federal and state funding for uncompensated care-may limit 
this model's applicability in other states. Nevertheless, Massachusetts 
has helped inject new ideas into the national health reform debate and 
will offer important lessons for national reforms. 

Unemployment Insurance 
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Other factors besides rising health care costs contribute to a fraying 
social safety net. Unexpected job loss, for example, often brings great 
financial strain on both individuals and families. State-run unemployment 
insurance programs can help mitigate this burden by providing a source 
of income to qualifying individuals. This program, inaugurated in 1935, 
was originally part of the Social Security Act, and over the years it has 
helped thousands of individuals face the uncertainties brought on by 
unemployment, illness, and sudden disability. 

Oregon is one example of where strong policies have been put in place to 
protect workers who are not at fault for their job loss. In July 2007, the 
state increased its insurance payout in order to continue to better support 
the unemployed. Each year, state law mandates that the benefit be 
adjusted to account for changes in the cost of living. Depending on age 
and income, individuals are eligible for up to $463 per week. Oregon's 
commitment to providing a fair unemployment insurance policy is 
consistent with the recommendations of CAP's Progressive Growth 
agenda. Our plan calls for beneficiar changes that include reforming 
"monetary eligibility" rules that today screen out low-wage workers and 
workers who have lost their jobs due to family emergencies. The plan 
would also allow workers to upgrade their skills and qualifications during 
periods of unemployment. 

Opportunity 

Education 

Education access is a central component of a progressive growth plan 
and should call for expanded opportunity for all Americans. These 
opportunities begin with the youngest among us. In order to prepare our 
children for the future, we must ensure that they have access to 
enhanced educational opportunities beginning in preschool. New Jersey 
has led the push for universal preschool for its residents. 

In the late 1990s, several lawsuits were filed on behalf of New Jersey's 
schoolchildren. The New Jersey Supreme Court's Abbott v. Burke 
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decision created new standards of accountability for the state's 
educational system. Universal preschool was one of the key reforms 
borne out of this landmark decision. The state has worked to expand this 
program and fulfill its promise of universality. The 2008 state budget 
would increase educational appropriations, expanding access to 65,000 
preschoolers. In particular, the plan targets preschoolers in low-income 
school districts. Though New Jersey's universal preschool plan has 
developed incrementally, the state has supported and funded this 
innovate program with the hopes of one day bringing it to completion-a 
strategy in line with the proposals recently put forth by the Center for 
American Progress. 

Minimum Wage 

Another key pillar of the progressive movement that has the clearest 
delineation to lifting Americans out of poverty is a minimum wage. This 
reality notwithstanding, a set minimum wage simply does not offer 
enough financial security. At the state level, legislatures are taking action 
to ensure that the minimum wage keeps pace with the continually rising 
cost of living by indexing it proportionately to inflation. It is not enough to 
set the minimum wage without being prepared to adjust it in response to 
economic changes citizens face. 

Responding to this need to ensure that income keeps pace with the cost 
of living, in 1998, Washington became the first state to pass legislation 
providing for an indexed minimum wage. Each year, the state's minimum 
wage is recalculated based on a cost-of-living adjustment. With a 2007 
minimum wage of $7.93, Washington's rate is the highest in the nation. 
and one of only a few that adjusts each year based on changes in the 
cost of living. Beginning on January 1 , 2008, the state's minimum wage 
will rise to $8.07 per hour, a $0.14 increase over 2007. 

Lifelong Learning 

Providing opportunities for working adults to team is also critical to 
success in a global, technology-driven economy. Working adults have

unique needs as learners, including work schedules and family 
responsibilities. Progressive states are meeting these needs to help 
create opportunity for their workforce. Indiana is taking the lead in this 
area with its statewide College for Working Adufts Initiative at Iw Tech 
Community College . 

Ivy Tech Community College of Indiana, a single statewide institution with 
23 campuses and over 70,000 degree-seeking students, boasts a 
tremendous working model for lifelong learning with its new College for 
Working Adults. CWA, launched by Ivy Tech in August-2007, is a 
significant effort to increase the college's completion and graduation 
rates. CWA incorporates a number of innovative education delivery 
features designed to promote a clear pathway to a degree and 
credentials through nine of the college's most highly enrolled programs 
with the goal of ultimately including it in all programs. 

By attending classes no more than twice a week and taking only two 
courses at a time, CWA will enable working students to complete an 
Associate in Applied Science degree or Associate in Science degree in 
as little as 24 months. Marketing and enrollments in CWA are well 
underway and early response from faculty, staff, and, most of all, 
students has been remarkably positive.

Spending Bills Still Stuffed With Earmarks 

Democrats Had Vowed To Curtail Pet Projects

Twice in the past two years, Alaska lawmakers lost congressional earmarks to build 
two "bridges to nowhere" costing hundreds of millions of dollars after Congress was 
embarrassed by public complaints over the pet projects hidden in annual spending 
bills. 

This year, Rep. Don Young and Sen. Ted Stevens , who are Alaska Republicans, 
found another way to move cash to their state: Stevens secured more than $20 
million for an "expeditionary craft" that will connect Anchorage with the windblown 
rural peninsula of Matanuska-Susitna Borough. 

Now what Alaska has, budget watchdogs contend, is a ferry to nowhere. 

"Earmarks are a bipartisan affliction," said Steve Ellis, vice president of Taxpayers 
for Common Sense, a nonpartisan budget watchdog group that tracks the projects. 
"It would take leadership in both parties — and a lot more shame — to ever rein 
them in." 

The $555 billion annual "omnibus" spending bill approved by Congress this week 
and the $459 billion defense bill passed last month collectively contain more than 
1 1,000 earmarks, despite Democrats' vow to use their first year in the majority to 
slash the number of such pet projects. 
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The earmark tally did come down, budget watchdogs said, but the audacity of the 
requests is little reduced. Among routine requests for roads and dams, Taxpayers 
for Common Sense found $100,000 for signage in Los Angeles's fashion district, $9 
million for "rural domestic preparedness" in Kentucky and $250,000 for a wine and 
culinary center in Prosser, Wash. 

President Bush yesterday threatened to cancel thousands of the special projects, 
saying he has ordered White House budget director Jim Nussle to determine the 
extent of the presidents authority to respond to what he called "wasteful spending" 
in the mammoth appropriations bill. Aides said that could include simply 
disregarding earmarks that were not included in binding legislative language. 

Earmarks are a crucial way that lawmakers channel money back home for such 
projects as community centers and water-treatment plants. Most members of 
Congress boast to constituents of their success in winning funding and say they 
know better than federal agencies what their districts need. A spokesman for Young 
said the Alaska ferry, for example, would drastically shorten the commute from the 
borough to Anchorage. 

But over decades, earmarks have become magnets for some questionable spending 
requests, and the sheer number has given them a bad name. 

The practice reached a high-water mark in 2005, the year of the first "bridge to 
nowhere" project, which would have linked the town of Ketchikan, on a 
southeastern Alaska island, to its airport on a nearby island. 

Nussle, a former representative from Iowa who chaired the House Budget 
Committee, said the earmark explosion badly dented Republicans' and Bush's 
reputations among fiscal conservatives. 

"When I was budget chairman ... we always held the top line. But what got us in 
trouble, I feel, are the earmarks," Nussle said in an interview. "People would come 
up to me at a town meeting, [and] they all want to know: 'How did you have money 
for this bridge or this rain forest or this cowgirl museum?'

All told, this year's spending bills contain about 25 percent fewer earmarks than the 
2006 appropriations, according to a tally by Citizens Against Government Waste. 
But this year, lawmakers generally did not count the earmarks in bills composed 
almost solely of regional projects, such as the annual military construction bill. 

Trimming earmarks by changing their definition "is like saying you're meeting your 
weight-loss goal by not counting your backside," Ellis said. "They've taken a step in 
the right direction, but if all we did was recalibrate the baseline and earmarks start 
their growth again, we haven't accomplished much." 

The House required lawmakers for the first time to sign their names on their 
earmarks, identify the beneficiaries and locations, and certify that neither they nor 
their immediate families have a financial stake in the spending. But Democrats' 
good intentions came undone in the Senate, which did not trim earmarks as 
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severely and tinkered with the language of the rules, limiting disclosure only to the 
authors' names, ElHs said. 

There are few signs so far that disclosure rules have dissuaded lawmakers from 
sponsoring earmarks, watchdogs said. They have only made them easier to trace. 

The Taxpayers for Common Sense audit revealed, for example, that a handful of 
lawmakers continued this year to sponsor earmarks worth more than $10 million 
for ProLogic Inc., a West Virginia company under federal investigation for its role in 
receiving earmarked money. 

The omnibus bill provides $126,000 for the National First Ladies' Library in Canton, 
Ohio, a favorite cause of the earmark's sponsor, Rep. Ralph Reg ula (R), whose wife 
founded the museum and whose daughter runs it. Regula has requested hundreds 
of thousands of federal dollars for the museum since 1991, when he persuaded the 
National Park Service to pay $1.1 million for its headquarters — the girlhood home of 
Ida Saxton McKinley, the 25th first lady. 

"Both Republicans and Democrats in Congress have teamed up to waste taxpayer 
dollars on silly pork projects and egotistical projects named after themselves," said 
Brian Riedl, senior budget analyst at the conservative Heritage Foundation think 
tank. 

The Alaska ferry project is one of the more expensive earmarks. Billed in Stevens's 
version of the legislation as an "expeditionary craft" to be used by the military, it is 
considered a passenger ferry by Young, according to his spokeswoman. It would 
follow roughly the same path as the second of the abandoned "bridges to nowhere." 
Stevens placed the earmark that will fund the ferry into the defense appropriations 
bill, which Bush signed last month. 

Young's son-in-law owns land in Matanuska-Susitna Borough, a remote region two 
hours by car from Anchorage. A ferry would shorten that commute to 15 minutes, 
making the borough valuable for housing development. 

Meredith Kenny, a spokeswoman for Young, confirmed the family connection to the 
land. "Many Alaskans own land there," she said. 

"They've been working on this since the mid-1990s," she said of the ferry project. 
"It's bipartisan, well wanted and needed. It's a bridge to growth and development."

The good news as set out in the budget numbers for AMHS is this administration has been 
able to not only stop the rapid rate of escalation in costs for running AMHS that we 
inherited from the previous administration but we have operated at cost levels 
significantly lower than the FY 07 actual amounts. (There may be a supplemental for FY 08 
from AMHS but I do not believe it is much greater than $1.0 million -.1 will try to 
confirm with Karen) 



Unfortunately, there is little management can do to reduce or even hold steady their two 
main costs, fuel and labor, (both of these costs have been increasing). Savings are often 
achieved with operation changes and schedule changes that reduce service levels to 
communities. 



When operation changes are implemented, they often combine with the fact that every year, 
different vessels will be in for major repairs (every ship in the fleet is on a 3 year 
rotation schedule for major repairs. This means it is almost certain that a different 
area of Alaska will see significant service reductions every year. 



This year, it was the Prince William Sound area that saw the Aurora go in for major 
repairs to its car deck. The service reductions caused mayors, citizens, etc., to protest 
pretty loudly. 



Next year, (2008) it is Southwest Alaska (Kodiak, Homer, Seldovia) where the Tustemena is 
going in for about 5-6 months of repairs in the winter. The Kennecott is the only vessel 
available to replace it on those runs. The Kennecott is 3-4 times as expensive to

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operate. AMHS could not completely replace the service levels the Tustemena was providing 
to Southwest Alaska and stay on budget. 



AMHS's operating plan balances the need for reasonable budget amounts with the need to 
provide as much service as possible. (In fact, AMHS general fund amount for FY 09 is very 
close to the general fund number recommended by MTAB - but it was not possible to squeeze 
the increase in service levels out of the budget that MTAB wanted) 

We should expect a lot of complaints and phone calls, but AMHS 1 managers have a budget and 
operating plan in place that does the best they could reasonably do. 



Let me know if you would like to see details of the operating plan and service level 
decreases by community.

RurAL CAP programs. Many of RurAL CAPS programs deal with recycling and solid wastes - 

but axe mostly used as a vehicle to grow village leaders - so to head them under 
Environmental action" is not nearly as comprehensive. 



When the board officially thanked Commissioner Kreitzer, they teased her about her 
aversion to "group hugs. But you could sense from the people in the room, they would miss 
her dedication -- and occasional contrarian voice. There was acknowledgement that she 
served the greater good by raising good questions. 

From energy to tribal government to subsistence, the state will wrestle with some 
. difficult rural issues in the year ahead - and RurAL CAP will be an important resource to 
I tap. 



I look forward to serving on the board, appreciative that Commissioner Kreitzer has laid a 
good foundation for me. As I shadowed her, she took time to explain the dynamics of the 

board - and gave me pointers on how to conduct myself . 



The RurAL CAP board is made up of Native leaders from across the state, and the care and 
professionalism that she took in making her transition off the board, put the Palin 
administration in a positive light. 
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It was nothing short of classy. And there's no doubt. Commissioner Kreitzer will be a 
tough act to follow.

Dear Governor Palin - 



My name is Tami Bowman. I am a mother of two, and I have been a licensed childcare 
provider in Juneau for almost one year. Many of the families I work with depend on child- 
care assistance to be able to afford quality, regulated care for their children so that 
they can 

work. Childcare assistance is a great benefit to the modest and low- income families in 
Juneau to whom the real cost of child-care is an overwhelming financial burden. 



Unfortunately, I have heard that the hard working, dedicated child-care providers in 

the state of Alaska have not had a raise in wages in 8 years. I understand this is because 
the state of Alaska has not increased its allocation for childcare assistance in since the 
year 2000. Although I realize I haven't been in the business that long, I believe it 
because the maximum amount the State of Alaska will pay today for infant Child care is $65 
less than what I paid at a facility for my daughter in 2001. I also had to supply food 
for her until she was over 1 year old. My rates are slightly higher than what the state 
allocates for childcare (and I still charge less than what I paid for my daughter AND I 
provide food) . This means parents have to pay the difference between my rates and the 
state's rates, and it is one more expense that these families cannot afford. The process 
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in which the state decides how much funding they will allocate for the next year's 
assistance is a very flawed process. The state bases future allocations on a survey taken 
of childcare providers' r 

ates. Last year they picked a date - July 18th I believe - for us to be ready to answer 
questions for. They asked me how many children were in care and for how long that day, 
how many were on assistance and what my rates were. I base my rates on what the state 
will pay, so that my parents don't have the extra burden of coming up with extra money 
they don't have just to pay me. 



If I raise my rates, my clients will go where there is less financial burden. If I don't 
raise my rates, I will not be able to afford my home for much longer. So it is no 
surprise to me that facilities are closing. In 2001, I had a home with a mortgage of 
$130,000. I now have a $285,000 mortgage for a home with one more bedroom and a smaller 
yard than I had before. How can a person keep a childcare facility open with the cost of 
living going up as it is? 



In addition to being under-funded, there are serious flaws in the way the child-care 
assistance monies are regulated. If the parent needs full-time childcare and is working 
full-time, authorizations should be for full-time childcare not "16 full time days 
attendance, unless the child attends more, in which case the full-time enrollment amount 

will be paid" . This sort of an authorization gives the provider no idea at all what will 
be paid until the beginning of the next month when they are paid. In fact, the parent's 
full co-pay is due at the beginning of the month and with an attendance authorization, the 
provider cannot know what to charge as the parent will have to pay for any missed days. 



The state will only pay for the days the child attends care. This seems reasonable at 
first glance but it is actually a policy with terrible implications. For example, if a 
child doesn't attend care for one or several days due to illness or some other family 
emergency, the state will not subsidize care for those days. So the parent misses a day of 
work and has to pay the full day's rate of care that, day. Parents should not be denied 
childcare funding because they have sick kids and could not go to work or school. Denial 
for childcare funding due to circumstances beyond the control of the parent such as sick 
children or if they themselves are sick or for other reasons unable to work is just plain 
wrong. It is a financial double whamrny for low- income parents. 



The other obvious implication of this misguided policy is that parents consistently bring 
their sick children to childcare to avoid the financial expense of keeping them home. 
This, of course, is not what is best for a sick child and is also endangering the health 

of 

the other children in care as well as the health of the childcare provider. And if a child 
is particularly sickly and misses several days a month, it is a balance the parent is 
often not able to pay. 



This leaves me, as the provider, with the choice of either eating the loss of income 
(which is what most often happens), or discontinuing care for that child/ which still 
leaves me unpaid. So I ask this, why is child- care for low- income families being 
subsidized on the 

backs of the states hard-working, dedicated child-care providers? My bills don't go down 
because I was sick for two weeks or if I go on vacation, so why should my income go down 
because someone else's child is sick or their family pays for them to come visit for the 
holidays? 
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I have a family of my own. By default the state is asking me to subsidize the care for 
Alaska's young children. I cannot create a household budget because I rarely get paid what 
I charge my people who use childcare assistance because the bureaucracy doesn't allow it 
and people on assistance count on that assistance and cannot afford to pay the extra 
expense when their children are sick. Should I not accept low- income children into my care 
and only provide these valuable spots for parents that are able to pay out-of-pocket? {At 
least then, I would not be working without pay and subsidizing a problem that is not 
mine) . Should we have a childcare hierarchy where the valuable, regulated, licensed 
childcare spots are reserved for parents who are able to pay without assistance, leaving 
parents who are dependent on assistance to leave their kids home with the neighbor, or in 
unregulated care? Any way you look at it, the state is going to end up paying to support 
these families. 



I keep hearing about a childcare crisis in Juneau. I believe people living in Juneau will 
continue to have problems finding quality childcare if childcare providers continue to 
have problems being adequately compensated for their work. The childcare assistance 

bureaucracy is a mess and does not do enough to assist the parents who need it or the 
providers who bill it. These rules and regulations that do not allow parents to receive 
the funding they need for childcare and delay or prevent childcare providers from 
receiving payment for services rendered are a major reason for the crisis in childcare in 
Juneau . 



Please hear my plea and that of other daycare providers. We need help and we need it 
soon! You are a mother of young children, and I know you understand as a parent how 
important quality child care is for ALL families. Please use some of your "Budget 
Surplus" to re-do the childcare assistance system so that low- income families can afford 
to work, and so that we can continue to provide quality, regulated care for them.

Since my last letter to you, several things have happened to me. I sent you a letter 
describing injury incidents and complications with health coverage. That letter was sent 
on 12/20/2006. Today is 12/22/2006. On Friday the 21st I went to the division of 
Retirement and Benefits. I was able to sit down with someone and discuss my concerns. As 
it turns out, the woman I have been dealing with at Premera Blue Cross misquoted 
information to me. When I received the COBRA enrollment papers, I read them very 
carefully. At that time I read and understood that you cannot make partial payments for 
your monthly premiums. When I called and spoke with this woman she said, "We understand 
that if you are on COBRA it means that you are not employed. We accept partial payments 
and keep a running balance for you. As long as you make regular monthly payments, your 
coverage will remain active." So, of course, I listened to the insurance company. I have 
made regular monthly payments for covera 

ge that began in February 2007. While at DRB I was told that the information I was given 
was simply incorrect. I am now expected to come up with over $8000.00 immediately to 
continue coverage. Also, if I am unable to come up with the premiums, Premera will take 
back all monies payed to my health care providers. Once they take back all of those 
payments, I am quite sure I will no longer be able to continue with my current treatment 
plan for the injuries I sustained in 2006. My condition has already become chronic. No 
treatments will ensure it becomes permanent. 
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I also followed up with Occupational Disability. They informed me that when I cashed out 
the small amount I had in PERS (to pay for insurance premiums and prescriptions) I lost 
membership. No one had ever told me what "membership" meant. I had no idea there were 
any other benefits besides monetary. I asked if I could pay back that money and was told 
I could if I returned to work. Again, these injuries have left me disabled. So there is 
no help for me there. I hope someone is reviewing this situation. The system has some 
serious flaws that need to be addresses.

I have two biological daughters Ezabelle and Savannah, I also have a son but he's my step 
son I've tooken care of him since he was four months old. In having this disease I've 
learned a lot about it and recieved some sickening complications. I've lost my eye sight, 
my heart has many complications, feeling, depression, I've had my urethra sliced open then 
closed again, doctors say my kidneys are okay but thats the number one complication in 
diabetics. I've had my thyroid removed, my tubes tied, now I have to have surgery again to 
fix a hunia. Every year I've had to get something done. I delay going to the doctors as 
much as I can. I'm twenty- nine and have the state of Alaska paying for a majority of my

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medical. My one question is how can I find a physician that will help me with this disease 
because I'v 

e been through hell trying to get in to s! 

ee a doctor. First my original doctor at Tanana Valley Clinic in Fairbanks resigned. So 
I tried to find a Endocronologist here in Alaska and come to find out we only have one. 
She is located in Anchorage. I have tried to get into seeing her but every time either I 
couldn't get medicaid to get me a flight or set up to see her I was denied. I tried this 
summer and it was hell. I went down with my friend had two-hundred dollars. Tried for a 
hotel found one and when we went to my appointment they gave my room up to someone else 
and told me to find somewhere else. My friend knew some family there and we had a place to 
stay. But my mother in law and father in law where down there and couldn't get a room 
anywhere so they stayed in there van.

Small Business Responds to Call for Nominations 
Of Federal Rules In Need Of Review and Reform 

December 3 1 Deadline For Nominations 

WASHINGTON, D.C. - Small businesses and their representatives have eagerly responded to the 
Office of Advocacy's call for nominations of federal rules in need of review and reform. Nominations 
have been received from across the country since the announcement of the Regulatory Review and 
Reform (r3) initiative. 

"We are excited about the initial response to our r3 initiative/' said Thomas M. Sullivan, Chief 
Counsel for Advocacy. "Clearly, small business owners are concerned about the burden placed on them 
by regulations that may be outdate or unwieldy. More importantly, they are doing more than 
complaining; the small business community is making constructive suggestions for how to improve 
current rules." 

Advocacy research shows that complying with all federal regulations now costs our economy $1.1 
trillion per year - more per household than the cost of healthcare. The smallest of businesses bear the 
brunt of the business regulations. They annually pay 45 percent more per employee to comply with 
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federal regulations than big businesses do. 



The Office of Advocacy of the U.S. Small Business Administration is still seeking nominations of 
federal rules in need of review and reform. The "Top 10" rules nominated by small business owners, 
trade associations, and others will be transmitted to appropriate federal agencies for review and reform. 

Nominate regulations needing review and reform by visiting the Office of Advocacy r3 website at 
www.sba.gov/advo/r3, by sending an email to advocacy@sba.gov, or by calling Keith Holman at (202) 
205-6936. Nominations are due by December 3 1 , 2007. 

The r3 initiative addresses many of the issues raised in a recent GAO report, Reexamining 
Regulations: Opportunities Exist to Improve Effectiveness and Transparency of Retrospective Reviews. 
The report spotlighted implementation of section 610 of the Regulatory Flexibility Act, which mandates 
that agencies periodically examine their existing regulations to measure changing impacts on small 

business. 

The Office of Advocacy, the "small business watchdog" of the federal government, examines the 
role and status of small business in the economy and independently represents the views of small 
business to federal agencies, Congress, and the President It is the source for small business statistics 
presented in user-friendly formats, and it funds research into small business issues.

Dear Governor Palin: 

Considering the high cost of energy, lack of infrastructure, limited labor pool and 
very high cost of operation, running a business in rural Alaska can be quite a challenge. 
This is particularly true in emerging industries where new obstacles are encountered 
around every corner. The last thing a rural entrepreneur needs is the state government 
pushing their heads under water. 

Unfortunately, the "mom and pop" operations comprising the membership of the 
Alaskan Shellfish Growers Association find themselves in the position of being put out of 
business by the same government that is promising to help us develop one of Alaska's 
most promising opportunities to create new year-round businesses and employment. The 
state constitution even supports development of a responsible aquaculture industry, but 
that's not what we're feeling as we face state-imposed user fees that will put us out of 
business. 

If the State of Alaska wants to help rural coastal communities strengthen 
economies battered by the loss of the timber industry and shrinking fishing and seafood 
processing opportunities it shouldn't work to foreclose promising new economic 
opportunities before they even get off the ground. 

For the past five years we have been trying to convince the state to resume 
funding tests on shellfish for presence of paralytic shellfish poisoning (PSP), but we've 
only been successfid at temporarily keeping the program funded. But, these fixes are 
about to expire and we're looking at funding PSP testing through user fees that are so 
high that they will put at least half of existing shellfish farms out of business. 

This includes my own farm, Tenass Pass Shellfish Company, which has been in 
business for the past 20 years. If the fees were in place this summer, I would have had to 
pay $250 per week to the DEC lab to sell $1,000 worth of oysters and clams, or 25 
percent of my gross revenues. No small rural Alaska business can survive if the state 
takes one-fourth of its gross receipts before bills are paid for labor, fuel, freight, and

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materials, etc. For us it is as simple as looking at our already red bottom line and seeing 
the new fees would have doubled our losses last year. 

If we have to close our operation, Naukati will lose two full-time, year-round jobs 
and the $50,000 a year we spend in the community. You'll see this repeated in another 
two dozen farms scattered between Prince of Wales and Prince William Sound. While 
this may not be an economic emergency, these lost jobs and future potential are painful in 
an area like rural Southeast that is projected to lose 25 percent of its population by 2030. 

As you can see from the attached resolution of the Southeast Conference, the PSP 
program also is widely regarded by coastal residents as an important state service 
designed to help protect public health. Every shellfish-producing state in the country 
provides free PSP testing of commercial harvests to ensure widespread compliance with 
monitoring programs except Alaska. As the population the most at risk of getting sick or 
dying of PSP, Alaskans deserve the same level of public health protection as other states. 

We respectfully request you reconsider your administration's decision to not 
include PSP testing as a general fund expenditure. We hope to be able to count on your 
administration as being supportive of shellfish fanning. 

We are confident the legislature will insert the $80,000 in general funds to support 
this vital public health service if DEC just supports the proposal. So far, the agency has 
remained neutral on the issue. 

While we understand your determination to hold the line on state spending, this 
small incremental expenditure certainly is well within the reach of the state to fund at a 
time when Alaska is enjoying billions of dollars in surplus revenues.

Not an urgent e-mail. But some insights into the value of the work that we do, that are 
not always in the job description. 



During my first week on the job, Commissioner Annette Kreitzer did some mentoring, as she 
handed off her duties to me as the governor's representative on the RurAL CAP Board. 

It's clear this non-profit agency is appreciative of Commissioner Kreitzer* s five years of 
service on the board. 



For one thing, she has a reputation for doing her homework. Board members talked about how 
she scrutinized the voluminous board packets - something that very few board members 
actually do. But they know Commissioner Kreitzer did, because she asked lots of tough 
questions, questions that weren't always well received at first, but in the end helped 
the organization better meet its challenges. 



It struck me that this has taken a lot of courage on Commissioner Kreitzer *s part. Since 
most non-profits are formed to provide a community service, there's a tendency for those 
who run these organizations to look past the bottom line questions - often to the non- 
profits detriment. 



From child development programs to energy, RurAL CAP is growing concern - a $25 million a 
year corporation. And Kreitzer 1 s expertise in budget and finance came at an important 
time. 
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Commissioner Kreitzer served on two nuts-and-bolts committees: the Audit Committee and 
the Administration and Finance Committee. 



During recent committee meetings, I had a chance to observe her in action. She often 
emphasized the importance of accountability and measuring outcomes. 



A telling moment came in the discussion of RurAL CAP'S vision statement - which included 
the goal of "Environmental Action. " Commissioner Kreitzer questioned whether this was in 
line with RurAL CAP'S mission to address poverty. At the Commissioner's suggestion, board 
members changed the language to "Community Improvement" - a goal that is not only more 
accurate, but less politically inflammatory - perhaps heading off future opposition to 
RurAL CAP programs. Many of RurAL CAPS programs deal with recycling and solid wastes - 
but are mostly used as a vehicle to grow village leaders - so to head them under 
"environmental action" is not nearly as comprehensive. 



When the board officially thanked Commissioner Kreitzer, they teased her about her 
aversion to "group hugs. But you could sense from the people in the room, they would miss 
her dedication -- and occasional contrarian voice. There was acknowledgement that she 
served the greater good by raising good questions. 

From energy to tribal government to subsistence, the state will wrestle with some 
difficult rural issues in the year ahead - and RurAL CAP will be an important resource to 
tap. 

I look forward to serving on the board, appreciative that Commissioner Kreitzer has laid a 
good foundation for me. As I shadowed her, she took time to explain the dynamics of the 
board - and gave me pointers on how to conduct myself. 



The RurAL CAP board is made up of Native leaders from across the state, and the care and 
professionalism that she took in making her transition off the board, put the Palin 
administration in a positive light. 



It was nothing short of classy. And there's no doubt, Commissioner Kreitzer will be a 
tough act to follow.
